WHO MOVED MY PHMHS?-. 

THE PROVO VIRUS AND YOU1 


You’ve entered the Transition. Through some unfortunate circumstance 
that’s no fault of your own, you’ve been infected with the deadly Provo 
Virus. Here’s what you need to know: from the moment of your initial 
infection to the conclusion of the Transition, you have approximately 
sixty-eight to seventy-six hours before you become one of “them”—the 
Horde. But as stated earlier, you’re not going to end up as one of them. 
Trust me. 

DON'T KNOW MUCH ABOUT HISTORY 

Let’s roll back time a bit so as to better understand the epic story that led 
to your current condition. And not to worry—just because we’re going to 
talk about zombies for a brief moment doesn’t mean that’s where you’re 
headed. We’re using the term freely here. 

Zombies have a rich and colorful story that goes back many, many 
years. The Internet (because it is the most reliable information source ever 
known to man) tells us that belief in zombies began in Haiti decades ago 
with voodoo practitioners. There it was believed that certain magicians 
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could bring the dead back to life while others were overly flummoxed by 
the old “milk into a paper cone” bit. If no current dead were available, it 
was decided the merely napping would suffice. In addition, many of those 
powerful Haitian wizards were also famous for passing primitive hoops 
around “floating” females. (Surprisingly, between reanimating the dead 
and the hoop trick, the native audiences consistently preferred the hoop.) 
Once the reanimation “took,” the voodoo priests frequently returned the 
deceased to their loving yet horrified families. Alas, the resulting zombie 
silence at the dinner table was incorrectly attributed to ongoing household 
quarrels and not to catatonia. 

O Who knew? Catatonia is not a state in the former Soviet Union but, 
apparently, an altogether different sort of state. It turns out that 
catatonia is one of the many symptoms of being a zombie and defined as 
“an extreme loss of motor ability.” Another characteristic of catatonia is 
that patients stay rigid for hours and ignore all stimuli. 

It should be noted that it was in this catatonic state that zombies 
were often used as lackeys or flunkeys or, worst of all, flackeys. Chiefly 
utilized for slave labor by the Haitians, they were also exploited by being 
made to perform in embarrassing skits staged for rich white guys who 
resettled on little-known tropical islands with their buxom, beautiful, and 
helpless daughters. This slavish aspect of the zombie heritage has, in this 
author’s opinion, been marginalized over the years to a discomforting 
extent. Little-known fact: it was zombies who were largely responsible for 
building the early Caribbean railway system, dozens of sugar factories, 
and a bitchin’ water park outside of Les Cayes. I hope one day they get 
the credit they deserve. 

Early versions of zombieness supposedly still exist in the Caribbean 
and certain parts of northern Georgia. However, our modern-day 
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model (2.1 and counting!) is, of course, 
a direct result of the tragic and accidental 
toxic outbreak from the QualiCorps Labs in 
what used to be Provo, Utah. Shame about 
Provo. Pretty town in its day. And a mall to 
die for! 

PEPPERONI, ONIONS, AND 
EXTRA DEATH! 

This brings us to the recent past and to 
the beginnings of the actual Disaster. The 
virus, it turns out, was not a virus at all, but 
a prion, a more primitive beast akin to Mad 
Cow, but way madder. 2 As you probably 
know, the Disaster was unleashed on the 
world in a tragic pizza delivery accident. To 
be completely fair, the prion was set loose 
by a research team working overtime at 
QualiCorps Labs and a pizza guy. Although 
details remain somewhat sketchy, that night 
a terrible screw-up occurred at the labs: a 
researcher, reaching into his pocket while 
distracted, inadvertently tipped the pizza 
delivery guy a couple of bucks and a vial 
of the deadly strain with which the team 
had been working. It was postulated that

Hence, the inaccurately named, yet more 
effective, “Provo Virus” was coined, and that’s how I’ll refer to it going forward.

The same evening, dozens of infected pizzas were delivered, along 
with apocalyptic crazy bread and buffalo wings of death. 

Thus began the Disaster, the worst bio-outbreak in the history of 
the human race. Those who were infected quickly turned into zombies 
and stopped showing up for work (which certainly compromised their 
requests for disability). These folks became the Horde, and have proven 
to be not only unruly neighbors but formidable enemies as well. It took 
years and countless telethons 3 for the governments of the world to bring 
the situation under a degree of control. Even so, scientists were unable to 
find a cure, and as stated earlier, this situation continues to be the case. 
Gratefully, life has become a bit more manageable than it was at the 
height of the Disaster. Through the establishment of Containment Zones, 
Halfway Regions, Safe Areas, the Scarlet Shores Facilities, and, yes, the 
invaluable Z4Z program, slowly but surely society is returning to a more 
genteel existence. 

TRANSITIONEERS™, SAY "HELLO" TO YOUR 
PROVO VIRUS! 

Let’s not kid ourselves, though: even as you read this, the neurotoxins 
from the virus are racing through your system like pimped-out 
Roombas. Cells are mutating and croaking at an incredible rate, and 
your spleen has transformed into a substance resembling gelatinous 
Mountain Dew. Likewise, the vermis of your cerebellum is nothing 
special in the looks department and is currently fending off a hostile 
takeover. I wish I had better news, but that’s how it is. Change is 
a-comin’, and it’s a-comin’ on fast! 


3. If you like Norm Crosby, it was a golden era. 
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Imagine the Provo Virus in action: a healthy blood vessel is hanging 
out, minding its own business and providing recreational shelter for an 
innocent group of capillaries. Suddenly the P.V. blows into town and, 
like a band of banditos, comes streaming in, looking for trouble. After 
an initial exchange of uncomfortable pleasantries with the good-natured 
capillaries, the separate strings of the virus get surly and close rank around 
them. Within moments the virus erects what appears to be a large, lovely 
event tent and invites the little capillaries inside, only to immediately 
consume them. Despite the festive appearance, it’s a bloodbath. 

Later, we find the virus displaying its hunger-driven white stage as it 
descends on a perfectly pleasant enough red blood cell. Without so much 
as a “how do you do,” the white virus latches onto the cell and won’t let 
go. The poor bastard of a cell never stands a chance and is fully engulfed 
mere seconds after our imaginary interlude begins. The P.V. is merciless, 
deadly, and efficient.

Subject becomes 
overly sensitive to light and any comments concern¬ 
ing his/her weight. Whimpering can be heard. Cer¬ 
tain patients describe a nasty metallic taste in their 

mouths while others crave Ho Hos. Toenails curl, 

knuckles swell. The word “pus” is bandied about. 

Hours 21-30 

Dark rashes begin to break out all over the body, 
itching like a sonuvabitch. Pores start to secrete green, 
pasty substance that goes nicely with chips and salsa. 
The need to urinate constantly becomes an issue, even 
worse than at that kegger in Kenesaw. Muscles spasm, 
nostrils flare, and the letter v disappears from the sub¬ 
ject’s “ocabulary.” Fingernails loosen and uvulas burst. 
Ear hair grows exponentially. Ew. 

Hours 31-40 

All rashes unite into one giant rash and vote to 
secede. Not good. Convulsions emerge as a new 
“pastime.” The fever has most likely reached approx¬ 
imately 103 degrees, and subjects are swooning like 
boomers at a Bon Jovi concert. Simple conversation 
becomes difficult as jaw becomes harder to move, 
and mind begins to “downsize” while brain “out¬ 
sources.” Teeth turn dark yellow and gums brown. 
Unflattering. 
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Hours 41-50 

Major organs now resemble Wham-O products. 
Tendons are brittle, which depresses the heck out of 
most muscle groups. White blood cells have rented 
a POD, packed up, and moved to a friendlier locale. 
Don’t even ask about the antibodies. Anger finally 
surfaces, particularly when the voice of Sean Hannity 
is heard. His brains, however, sound as if they could 
be porcine and tasty. 

Hours 51-60 

Growling has begun in earnest. Skin is now a 
Ferrigno-like hue, and it’s becoming more difficult 
to find the right clothes to complement this tone. 

Veins turn dark and protrude from the skin to a Stan 
Winston-like degree. Eyes, too, start to bulge and 
twitch in their sockets. Mucus flows like champagne 
at a hip-hop after-party. Surliness is substantially 
worse to the point of genuine unpleasantness. 

Subjects are officially “no longer fun to be around.” 

Hours 61-70 

An incredible hankering has developed for whoever’s 
handy. Slobbering galore. Walking has become more 
difficult due to spinal compression, fallen arches, 
and sagging spirits. Communication skills have been 
replaced by emphatic groans and occasional scrib- 
blings on a whiteboard. Subjects can no longer rec¬ 
ognize family or friends, which is not all bad when 
the doorbell rings at 2:30 a.m. 
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Hours 70+ 

No data provided. The Transition is complete and 


you’re officially toast. 


So why do you need this schedule? The answer is twofold: you should 
try to comprehend the biology behind what’s happening, and you need 
to accept the inevitability of your evolution. The life you’ve had is going 
away quicker than a Cuba Gooding film, and a brave new existence is 
replacing it. While it’s true you won’t be quite the witty conversationalist 
you once were, you can, with a modicum of effort on your part, ensure 
that at least several of your consonants will remain available for your 
future use. 

NEUROPLASTICITY AND KEEPING UP WITH THE Qs 

This radical change on multiple levels is why the first chapter is 
titled “Who Moved My Brains?” In your remaining time, or “tempus 
humanus” (as we professionals call it), you’ll begin to experience a 
serious loss of cognitive skills and motor functions. This ivill happen 
soon, but take comfort in the fact that this loss is what is referred to 
as a “fixed-response reduction.” It does not gain momentum in any 
way; it will not snowball on you. If you choose to do nothing, the 
effects of the Provo Virus will relentlessly drain you of your mind 
at a predetermined algorithm, leaving you with the personality of 
a Duraflame. But you’re not going to do nothing; you’re going to 
fight back. 

Ironically, it’s your very own brain that will do much of the heavy 
lifting via “neuroplasticity,” your new best friend. Neuroplasticity is 
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the brain’s ability to remap information after an injury or damage 
has occurred. In other words, despite being pummeled by the Provo 
Virus, your brain (with a boost from Z4Z and its sister products) 
will actually rewire itself and move your most valuable “files” to a 
safe and secure location. 4 Fortunately for you, the exercises provided 
later in this chapter have been proven to assist the brain with this 
redistribution of data. 

Along with offering an invaluable boon to neuroplasticity, this 
book also aids the process of “neurogenesis,” which is the ability of 
the noggin to produce more neurons. More neurons means a speedier 
mental response to any given situation, and, jeepers, that’s gonna 
prove helpful. By giving both of these neuro processes a quantifiable 
“goose,” you’ll be markedly better off, and your QScale™ number will 
most likely hover slightly between the categories of lesser primate and 
NASCAR commentator. 

What’s the QScale, you ask? Not so long ago, the U.S. government, 
along with researchers at QualiCorps Labs, developed a 1 to 10 
ratings system for determining an individual’s level of humanity. This 
QScale was meant to serve as a “measuring stick” to more accurately 
gauge the quantitative differences taking a toll on your system. Its 
intention was a natural response to the Disaster and eventually became 
an effective litmus test for determining how “Horde-esque” a given victim 
had become. For example, your typical Horde member would rate a 1 
while an uninfected human would be a 10. As you can imagine, there’s 
a lot of gray area between the two extremes, particularly if you ever 
worked at a law firm. 


4. In order to achieve this, your brain needs the necessary time for the neuroplasticity process to kick 
in. See Chapter 3 regarding this. 
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For the sake of full disclosure, you should be aware of ongoing 
disputes among members of the scientific community about if and 
when the QScale might be applicable to the average non-Transition 
human. One side believes it’s heresy to attempt to employ such a 
system in that manner, while the other believes that scientists should 
be free to rate anyone —e.g., Geraldo as a 5.3. This author offers no 
opinion one way or the other. 5 

Gratefully, there are numerous methods and new medications to 
help you keep your QScale number rising or, at a minimum, stop that 
nasty downward spiral. But be forewarned: you’re probably already an 
8.9 and sinking fast. 


•£ A DELICATE BALANCE % Q ' 

Silly me. Here's a symptom I forgot to mention: your inner ear is about, 
to be trashed. To quote a doctor friend, the virus seems to "have the hots 
for Eustachian tubes." Fortunately, the degree of damage won't impact 
your hearing too dramatically, but it will screw with your balance. While 
you won't be falling down frequently, a simple walk will require a more 
focused effort as you learn to navigate with your now-crummy motor 
responses. To help deal with this situation, look for a valuable product 
called Ear-igate™ mentioned later in the book.

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IT S SORT OF LIKE BEING A TEEN AGAIN! 

Analogy time: remember during your teenage years how your hormones 
raged and every other morning you’d wake up with a fresh zit or three? 
Your body was changing quicker than Bobby Brady’s voice. Think of the 
initial phase of the Transition like this but far more dynamic. In the next 
several days, you’ll be witness to a mind-blowing series of events and 
changes in your body that will make zits seem like a hangnail. 

But wait. Remember how, when puberty did arrive, life went on and 
the zits went away? 6 You’ll have a similar experience with the Transition. 
Shortly, you’ll return to a state of calm and normalcy, and all those awful 
memories of the day you were bitten will seem like nothing more than 
a bad dream. Your hormones may still continue to rage every now and 
then, but they can be kept at bay utilizing Romerin (see Chapter 3) and 
by maintaining a positive outlook and an urbane persona. 

LEGAL CH-CH-CH-CHANGES 

O No discussion about your rapidly evolving condition would be 
_ complete without addressing your new legal status. After the 
Transition is complete, you’ll be escorted to whatever Scarlet Shores 
compound you’ve been assigned. Not to worry. The Shores (as they’ve 
come to be known) are akin to impressive and elegant assisted-living (or 
post-living, if you will) facilities where you’ll reside, dine, and shop. But 
here’s the nitty-gritty: once you’ve been welcomed and processed, you’ll 
lose your right to vote and to own property (unless it’s vacation land you 
purchased from that nice Erik Estrada). 

Additionally, you’ll need to surrender your driver’s license; in its 
stead, you’ll be issued a shimmering new identification card as part

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of your revised Identidocs. You won’t be needing that driver’s license 
anymore anyway, because you won’t be allowed to drive. That’s right, 
no more cars for you. (Make plans now to give your car away to 
someone you love. Personally, I wouldn’t donate it to one of those 
screwball do-gooder charities; they’ll just sell your sweet ride for a 
marginal tax break.) But before you go all nuts on me about this 
news, think of the perks: no more auto insurance, no more repair 
bills, no more tickets, no more pain at the pump, and no more court 
appearances because you “tapped” that old dude in the intersection 
while you were texting your bff. 

Are you starting to realize this isn’t all bad? Your transportation needs 
will be completely taken care of, and you won’t have to do diddly. For the 
full 411 on this, look for info about ShuffleCrafts later. 

So other than these three strikes against you—no voting, no property, 
no sweet ride—there will be no other major changes to your personal 
liberties except that your freedom of speech will go down the drain, too. 
But what the heck—like you ever used that! 


SHOOT THE TIME CLOCK 



When it’s been determined that you haven’t “gone Horde,” post-life 


W will be much like your old life with plenty of time for fine dining, 
relaxing, and endless hours of quality TV. One big difference for you, 
though, will be that you won’t need a job anymore. You heard me 
right—this is how retirement was meant to be. Your only time obligation 
will be to contribute fifteen hours a week of community service (i.e., 
tidying up), for which you’ll be paid in the seven stamp categories (Food, 
Liquor, Drug, Beauty, Tobacco, Garment, and Cable). Your consistent 
commitment to service will enable the Shores to stay spick-and-span, 
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and the stamps will allow you to still play a vital part in our struggling 
economy. Additionally, you’ll be required to show up at any of your 
Shores’ local InfusoHuts for your weekly plasmapheresis session, where 
your bad-to-the-bone blood will be replaced with the remarkable artificial 
blood product, Hemo-Glowin™. This process is painless and a little like 
dialysis for your circulatory system, but far more enjoyable. 7 So other 
than the infusions and those fifteen hours, your time is yours to use as you 
see fit.

This planet is lousy with ’em. But here’s a secret—any of those punks 
would, in a heartbeat, jump at the opportunity for a sparkling social 
life and a sense of belonging.

POST-LIFE: THE GREAT EQUALIZER! 

I believe it was Aristotle who wrote, “The worst form of inequality 
is to try to make unequal things equal.” Well, I’m no highfalutin 
philosopher, but I do think Aristotle was a hoser for espousing such 
nonsense. If he’d ever had an opportunity to experience the post-life, 
I believe he would’ve recognized how wrong he was. Of course, this 
assumes he would’ve been capable of thinking in such a state that, logic 
dictates, may not have been likely. (Gosh, philosophy hurts.) 

The fact is, the post-life is all about making the unequal equal; sadly 
(for Aristotle, that is), there’s no inequality in that concept whatsoever. 
This is why the post-life is often referred to as “The Great Equalizer.” 
What does that mean? Simply put, The Great Equalizer refers to the fact 
that whoever you were or whatever you did before doesn’t matter in the 
post-life. Elere, everyone is finally created equal. For example, let’s say 
you were a powerful and successful CEO in your former life—now you’re 
just one of the gang. Or maybe you were a soccer or hockey mom who 
taught Sunday school at your nearby Lutheran church or hunted wolves 
from planes. Your former reality is gone as you become another semi- 
remarkable citizen of the post-life. You say you were a fat kid who always 
got bullied? You’re now a beloved skinny member of the community with 
scads of pals to call your own. A successful recording artist/hot model? 
Not anymore, but you will enjoy Soft Food Day at Cafe Patella™ in the 
nearby food court. The potential to be equal has infinite possibilities. 

The implications of your brand-new equality will be dramatic. Any 
shallow concerns you once had regarding other people will vanish, too. 
For instance: 
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No more racism. As was stated before, you won’t give a whit 
whether your friends are black, white, yellow, red, or plaid. 
Color will no longer matter. Because of this, segregation will 
disappear; the bigot and the day laborer will now coexist in 
complete harmony. At least outside of Home Depot. 

Not nearly as material. John Lennon imagined a world with 
no possessions—be careful whatcha wish for! You won’t be 
needing many “things” anymore, and that’ll make your post¬ 
life a whole lot simpler. I bet Lennon never imagined a life 
this easy. 

No more language barriers. In the same manner that the racial 
divide will be bridged, so too will issues regarding foreign 
languages. Communication and translation problems will 
be a thing of the past when post-lifers are reduced to mostly 
speaking universal gibberish. Drivel is the new Esperanto! 

No more social climbing. Those dumbass worries you had 
about not making enough money, driving the right car, or 
owning that enormo mansion will be kaput. In the serenity 
of your ritzy, one-room apartment at the Shores, you’ll find a 
sense of satisfaction you never thought possible. 

No more political squabbles. Remember how in the early 
twenty-first century everyone became so polarized by their 
political beliefs that a decent civil discourse couldn’t take 
place? In the post-life, political debate is obsolete. Since you’ll 
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no longer be voting, you’ll be even more apathetic about 
elections! Republican, Democrat, Whig, Anti-Mason—who 
cares? It will be understood that such affiliations are merely 
surface issues and surely not as important as the Thursday 
Night Special at Cap’n Ash’s™. (See Chapter 4.) 

You’ve just been handed five solid examples of The Great Equalizer. 
Naturally, religion is a biggie, too, but hold on to your horses—we’ve 
got an entire chapter coming up that’s devoted to spiritual matters. 
Holy Moly! 

WHO LIKES DICTION? 

Now that you have a clearer idea of what’s in your immediate future, it’s 
time to start laying the groundwork. Here, then, are a few exercises to 
sharpen vital parts of your mind. These exercises are to be practiced for an 
hour a day (or until the book falls out of your hands, drenched in sweat). 

O Let’s begin with diction. Diction is an extremely important part of 
your training; it will help you retain your verbal skills as well as 
control your saliva. If another person can’t understand you or is repulsed 
by your endless strings of drool, it will be frustrating for you and, no 
doubt, delay your social advancement. Such personal aggravation leads 
to biting and wailing, and nobody wants that. 

What follows are ten key phrases that should keep your diction up 
to snuff. (Who said “snuff’?) Practice these phrases out loud whenever 
you’ve got downtime, which, to be blunt, should be often. Mumbling 
these phrases in a feverish fit will not cut it. Please compose yourself, 
focus, and give these a shot. 
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Scientists tell us that these 
tongue twisters assist us on 
many fronts. The alliterative 
nature of the phrases, 
coupled with the embedded 
positive messages, actually 
establish a "placeholder" in 
the mind that keeps certain 
faculties more intact while 
providing a rosier outlook. 
So don't let your pride get 
in the way of your progress. 
Step up to that mirror and 
enunciate!

When the mirror is no longer your best buddy (usually within 
about thirty to thirty-six hours), it’s okay to practice without it.

The last exercise is a short one; it’s more conceptual in nature, so don’t 
get testy. It’ll help preserve the higher functions of the mind that are 
primarily used for math and metal shop.

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I can’t repeat this enough: by regularly taking these seemingly simple 
tests that target specific parts of your intellect, you’ll notice long-term 
results that will help keep your QScale number up and make you more 
socially acceptable.

ETIQUETTE AND BEHAVIOR 


A major event has occurred that will significantly impact every aspect 
of your life, including your involuntary functions. That, however, is 
no reason to come unglued. This is the moment when you must dig 
your deepest for strength and dignity. It’s time to gain perspective 
about where you’ve been and where you’re headed. Now is when you 
must learn how to become highly effective. Not to be confused with 
“infected” or, for that matter, “affected.” The world doesn’t need any 
more poseurs. 

O Let’s say you were invited to a swanky soiree. You wouldn’t want 
to show up and behave like a heathen, now, would you? Of course 
not—you’d choose to be that same slick operator you’ve always been. 
Indeed, you want to exude the requisite dignity (there’s that word again), 
grace, and charm to make everyone gaga at the gala. 

While the following chapters will address external issues such 
as hygiene, grooming, and diet, this chapter will focus on bettering 
your internal self. And we’ll readdress internal needs later in the 
book, but for now it’s important to pour the foundation of self- 
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esteem (but beware the rebar—it’s poke-y). And by introducing you 
to the 14 Habits™ while you’re still able to grok a concept or two, 
you’re virtually ensured that they’ll stay with you. (Well, at least the 
first seven.) 

Yes, the 14 Habits, as you will soon see, are a valuable device 
that serves to help you smooth out your increasingly “rough edges.” 
The following chart is designed to illustrate the differences between 
someone such as you (after completing the coursework regarding the 
Habits) and the Horde (who, by choosing to ignore the Habits, are 
seemingly incapable of bettering themselves). Observe how dramatic 
these differences are.

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WHO THUNK THIS STUFF UP? 

The 14 Habits were first introduced in two separate books, written by the 
same author, who chose to remain anonymous. Allegedly, said author 
was a well-meaning psychologist who dashed off the first book, The 7 
Habits, at the request of our government; at that time, the Feds were 
seeking a strong set of behavioral guidelines to impart to the infected and 
to certain citizens of Boulder, Colorado. Subsequently, federal workers 
attempted to teach these habits to Horde members, an assignment that 
went badly from the get-go. Multiple workers were lost within minutes. 9 

Once the Feds abandoned the Horde and figured out who the optimal 
recipients of this advice would be, the book proved to be an enormous 
success. It wasn’t long before the author was encouraged to write another. 
Sadly, in celebrating his literary success, he developed quite the addiction 
problem, and Okay, Here Are 7 More Habits was not as popular, valuable, 
or cogent as the first. Franldy, it sucked. Please keep this in mind as you 
review the entire list. 

NOW MORE THAN EVER-SOCIAL GRACES 

Here’s a term that may make you laugh: “a proper zombie.” Sounds goofy, 
doesn’t it? But that’s one way of looking at who a post-lifer is—a proper 
zombie. It’s true that you will have a few physical qualities in common 
with those in the Horde, but for the most part it’s your behavior and 
character that will set you apart. And snappier threads. 

Ultimately, that’s what the Habits develop—stronger character. Some 
of the 14 Habits address etiquette; others concern the most productive 
ways to manage your post-life; and at the end of the list, the Habits become 
downright dopey. (Those are the “7 More” discussed earlier.) 


9. The Boulder populace wasn’t so receptive, either. 
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I’ve intentionally kept the descriptions 
brief so that you’ll have a shot at retaining 
as much as possible. By distilling the info 
into simple catchphrases, your recall 
will be maximized. Another example of 
neuroplasticity in action! 

HABIT #1: TABLE MANNERS 

O Eating with your hands is never 
acceptable. You weren’t born in a barn. 
Sure, you may see a lot of your brethren 
and sistren behaving coarsely while dining 
alfresco, but you need to ignore them, 
because that’s not how you roll. (Remember, 
just because everyone in the Horde does it 
doesn’t make it right.) 

Civilization is crumbling but you’re 
staying civilized. So, please, always use 
utensils. Rather than tearing your dinner 
apart and gnawing on it, make the effort to 
pick up a knife and fork and cut your food 
correctly. Really, it’s not that much work. 
Alas, if you absolutely must descend on a 
poor random creature with your friends, keep 
a spork or other easily tucked-away utensil 
on your person for such regrettable “manner 
emergencies.” For that matter, also keep a 
wet wipe or two handy. 





Be advised, as a result of the 
Disaster, there's a condition 
from which your former 
fellow humans suffer called 
"zolimia." Unlike bulimia, 
this is an affliction where 
the amount and nature 
of what you eat makes 
certain humans heave. If 
you're constantly gnashing 
and slashing like a crazed 
animal, it will make some 
folks ill and, over time, no 
one will want to associate 
with you. Please be sensitive 
to the plight of zolimics 
and dial it down a notch 
or twelve. 
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Think manners don't matter? 

Think again. A recent 
government report found 
that the refined post-lifers are 
more likely to get into the 
most exclusive Scarlet Shores 
facilities. Additionally, they 
are a whopping ninety-three 
percent more well-adjusted 
once they arrive. No 
question that good manners 
are a great investment in 
your future! 


And what of the aforementioned 
alfresco concept? Social graces dictate 
that you accept your meals inside, around a 
table, sans snarling. Believe me, no human 
has a problem with a polite patio gathering 
at the Shores or a lighthearted picnic on the 
lawn now and again. But the idea that it is 
somehow acceptable to be out wandering 
around at all hours, chewing on the first 
living thing you come across, is simply wrong 
and bad form. 

How to put this best? No roadkill (unless 
you’re out maggot-gathering—see Chapter 
3). Roadkill = really bad form. You didn’t 
behave in such a manner when you were 
living, and you won’t be acting like that in 
the post-life, either. 


HABIT #2: "PLEASE" AND "THANK YOU" 


To my mind, Habit #2 sets its sights 
^9' on one of the most disturbing traits 
of typical Horde conduct: entirely too much 
uncouth grunting and grabbing. While it is 
true your vocabulary will shrink to that of a 
first grader (if you’re lucky), the plucky pair 
of “please” and “thank you” can still play an 
effective role in your everyday speech. And 
they’re not that hard to remember. 
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For example, let’s say you encounter a situation where several 
Horde-ish folks are having a light roadside snack. You were just told 
not to participate in such behavior, but you know how you get. So if 
you are joining your comrades, instead of elbowing your way in to 
snatch an available limb or organ, utilize “please” and “thank you” 
in order to ask for what you want. By doing so, a small slice of 
civilization is preserved. It’s the little things that keep us human. 
Some of us. 

What follows are examples of sample dialogue. Read each one aloud 
and make a point to emphasize every “please” and “thank you”: 

1. “Can I please have that thigh?” 

2. “Pass the ribs, please.” 

3. “Thank you for the pancreas, Danny. It was delicious.” 

4. “Excuse me, ma’am—may we please bite your face?” 

5. “Mindy, I never properly thanked you for that nice brain 
platter you put together for our function the other day. How 
very kind of you.” 

6. “Please stop screaming. We get hungry when we walk. 
Thanks!” 

What a difference “please” and “thank you” make! They promote 
civility, kindness, and respect—three more words that will become even 
more important in the days and weeks to come. 

HABIT #3: YOU'RE STILL GENTLEMEN AND LADIES 

O I have long believed that the social graces are what separate mankind 
_ from the rest of the animal kingdom. For example, bonobo chimps 
are known for being abysmal houseguests, and you absolutely can’t get 
a ferret to return a phone call. Likewise, within days of the completed 
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Transition, if left to your own devices, you too will likely “forget” everyday 
niceties, especially proper behavior vis-a-vis the opposite sex. If that’s the 
loutish lifestyle you desire, you might as well stop reading now and go 
live with the bonobos. 

The following particulars may seem antiquated or non-PC, 
but so be it. We are looking to maintain a certain standard 
here, a sense of chivalry, if you will. So if you’re a man, you will 
continue to open doors for the fairer sex, pull out her chair, and, 
when accompanying her down a street, shamble on the outside 
lane. And if you’re a woman, you will continue to curtsy (bending 
slowly), cross your legs politely, and properly hold out your pinkie 
finger when sipping tea or whatever macabre fluids you might end up 
consuming. In order to have the best post-life possible, your public 
conduct toward the opposite sex (or the gender of your choice) needs 
to be impeccable. What you choose to do behind closed doors will 
be your own disgusting business. 


HABIT #4: SHHHHH —OTHERS LIVE HERE, TOO! 

One of the essential tenets of proper decorum is to avoid disturbing 

others with unnecessary noise. Being a member of your own “rad 
crew” of post-lifers does not exempt you from old-fashioned courtesy. You 
are expected to embrace this Habit, use your behavioral adjustment skills 
(see one of the next sections re: your temper), and apply common sense 
in order to know the appropriate times to raise a ruckus. I understand that 
you and your pals are an extremely exuberant bunch, filled with a certain 
joie de morte. Indeed, enthusiasm is not to be discouraged. However, 
if you want to be respected as you evolve, you must respect others. An 
important aspect of this respect is paying attention to others’ boundaries, 


/ 
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especially their right to enjoy peace and quiet without your incessant 
yelping and lip smacking. Remember, bucko: no growling in the grocery 
store, no snarling at Starbucks, no mewling at moviegoers. If you do feel 
the need to express yourself in an unsavory manner, find a private place 
in which to act out—e.g., a gas station rest room, a storm cellar, or the 
freezer of an abandoned cafe. 

HABIT #5: PUNCTUALITY 

O As the state of catatonia inches ever closer, your autonomic nervous 
system responses will begin to lag a bit. (And by “a bit,” I mean a 
lot.) Because you’ll be moving more slowly, it’s going to take you much 
longer to do everything. For example, when you make lunch, plan on 
completing your cooking closer to dinner. Consequently, you’ll want to 
start prepping for lunch at dawn. Point being, it’s important that you 
begin to factor this sluggishness into your datebook. Plan ahead with 
what’s left of your head. 

An illustration: you’ve got an appointment for your annual government 
stamp review at the Department of Social Services on Tuesday at 3:00 
p.m. Back in your days as a human, you could head out around 2:40 and 
make that meeting with minutes to spare. Since you’ll no longer be driving, 
you’ll need to factor in a reasonable amount of time to either (a) take a 
ShuffleCraft or (b) stagger over at a blistering 2 miles per hour in order 
to arrive at the appointed hour. Perhaps www.saunterquest.com can help 
you plan the best route, or maybe you should seek out the guidance of one 
who’s “walked” to the Department of Social Services before—preferably, 
a friend who continues to have a memory cell or two. 10 Remember, no 
one likes a “Tardy Tommy.” With a modest amount of preparation, you 
can continue to be the “Timely Timmy” you’ve always been.

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HABIT #6: ANGER MANAGEMENT 

After years of testing and polling, scientists are still unclear as to 
why, exactly, the Horde is so darn torqued. Some believe the root 
of their anger is hunger; others attribute it to abandonment issues or 
psychological scars left over from that middle-school industrial arts class. 
Perhaps we’ll never know. Nevertheless, I can assure you that you’re going 
to be the picture of calm, because you know that such public displays of 
rage (PDRs) are distasteful (unless you’ve been subjected to a Matthew 
McConaughey movie, and then no one will blame you). 

Meanwhile, whenever you start to feel the blood lust rising or 
maniacal thinking begins to screw with your psyche, try this exercise: 
sit quietly and, with eyes closed, find that “special place” where you feel 
relaxed, tranquil, and loved. Maybe it’s the memory of that astounding 
cake you had at your ninth birthday party, Tommy Frazier’s crushing 75- 
yard touchdown run in the Fiesta Bowl, your vacation in Maui (save for 
the poi), the twelve-page poem a boy wrote for you in sixth grade, Jack 
Kirby’s Galactus, or your first session of heavy petting in the backseat of 
that Gremlin. Whatever your “special place” is—be it person, place, or 
thing—visualize it and then focus on it intently. Notice how quickly you 
become composed and calm, especially if you’re still in the backseat of 
the Gremlin. 

The previous exercise is actually a form of meditation. 11 Now 
let’s apply techniques that more closely resemble biofeedback. 
For those of you who might not remember the ’70s (and few do), 
biofeedback is an interactive form of alternative medicine whereby 
patients attempt to regulate their emotional states and bodily functions 
through increased concentration, awareness, and aluminum foil—kind

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of like how I learned to control myself and not go for the gun whenever 
Maury comes on. For our purposes here, however, we’re going to give 
this exercise a more accurate name: Necrofeedback™. 12 Like its “bio” 
cousin, Necrofeedback is a method by which you’re able to adjust 
some of your missing physical functions. By concentrating on your 
“special place” and by experiencing an elevated level of relaxation, 
you’ll notice a slowing of your involuntary processes, even if they’re 
mostly absent. For example, if you’re lucky enough to still have a 
pulse, observe how it slows down even more during this practice. And 
while an unavoidable few of you may have stopped breathing, there 
will be a discernible difference in how short and shallow your non¬ 
breath becomes. 

No question that Necrofeedback is an invaluable way to rein in your 
nasty temper as well as being a nifty tool to be used at the appropriate 
time—i.e., the bulk of your waking hours. By learning to control your fury 
and thereby suppress the lust to feast on a frightened stranger, you’ll end 
up being more accepted in society and, in general, more well liked at your 
given Shores facility. 

HABIT #7: GOOD-TO-MIDDLING SELF-ESTEEM 

© Everything we’ve gone over thus far won’t be worth its weight 
in gizzards if an upbeat self-image isn’t developed over time. 
Being kind to yourself and feeling good about yourself is imperative. 
You cannot become self-punishing in any way. It’s not your fault 
you were bitten. It’s not your doing that the Transition has begun. 
Embrace this kernel of wisdom now: life was always about change, 
and the post-life won’t be any different.

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In order to move forward with this course work and accept what lies on 
the other side of the Transition, you need a sunny outlook and a boatload 
of poise. It’s time to remember the great person you always were and the 
positive actions you consistently took on behalf of others (assuming you 
weren’t a loudmouthed radio personality with an OxyContin addiction). 
In moments of despair, center yourself with the aforementioned 
Necrofeedback practice and do not indulge your compulsions. Giving in 
to such feelings and behavior will throw you off course and will only lead 
to “barbeques” around car fires. Impromptu parties might feel good in the 
moment, but eventually revulsion will rear its ugly head. 

If your self-esteem was lacking in your former life, consider your 
current condition to be the tabula rasa you deserve—a blank slate 
and a cold (and sweaty) reboot. You will shed the old skin of existence 
(so to speak) and be reborn (sort of). All those lingering issues of yours 
will be wiped away with your impending downgrade. That chronic fear 
of Mary Hart and/or spiders? No more. The incident in study hall when 
that creepy teacher’s aide longingly leered at you from across the room? 
History! That irrational anxiety you experience regarding Andre Rieu and 
Esteban? Be gone! 

Think of all the money you’ll save on therapy. Yes, the silver lining 
here is humungous—there won’t be enough RAM upstairs to keep your 
emotional crud in storage. 

To complement that fact, there’s additional, related news on the 
medical front. In a landmark study published in the New Jersey Journal of 
Medicine , the true miracle that is neuroplasticity is revealed. Apparently, 
when an injury or infection to the brain occurs, the essential information 
of our lives as well as the information most recently acquired is what the 
brain first attempts to preserve and remap. In your case, this suggests the 
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good rises to the top. All the torturous memories and ideas about our past 
that have haunted us end up being attended to only after all recent, vital 
positive data has been preserved. Consequently, the vast majority of the 
crummy stuff that served to drain our energy ends up on the cutting-room 
floor, deleted due to a lack of remaining resources. It’s almost as if the 
brain is Windows-based! The blue screen of post-life! 

BECAUSE SEQUELS ARE NEVER AS GOOD 

We’ve arrived at the 7 More Habits, which are usually referred to as 
the “lesser habits.” Given that the author was out of his gourd while 
writing the sequel, these seven are included out of deference. I have 
taken the liberty of adding editorial remarks to guide you swiftly 
through these dunderheaded concepts. How much interest you devote 
to them is entirely up to you. 

• Habit #8: Obedience. Strange one to begin a second book 
with. Not a bad trait, but not so important unless, perhaps, 
you’re a collie or a submissive. 

• Habit #9: Moderation. Methinks the author was talking to himself 
here. The inner addict was starting to make his presence felt.

As with the diction test, by having practiced these regularly, 
you’ll be better positioned to succeed in the postlife. And in the big 
picture, you’ll feel oodles better about yourself. Got that? Oodles. 

Now it’s time for a little reward: the latest cutting-edge information 
regarding which medicines might be right for you. A lot of pharma 
companies are damn anxious to hear what you think of their wares, so 
let’s not keep ’em waiting. 














THE COURAGE TO MEDICATE: 

YOUR PHARMACEUTICAL options 


If, while reading this book, you started taking commercial pain medications 
to take the edge off, I apologize. I probably should’ve mentioned this 
sooner: none of the over-the-counter stuff helps. Like pea shooters on a 
whale hunt, these pills, patches, and silly salves stand no chance of taking 
down the bogie. For serious relief, you need the stuff that’s behind the 
counter. Wayyy behind the counter. 

Let’s reflect on your situation: it’s not easy when you first realize 
you have a problem. You spend precious time in denial, avoiding the 
issues that need to be addressed. Sure, in your screwed-up state you 
could probably snag a gig on a reality show, but what’s that going to 
get you? 13 You can’t continue to live your life suffering—it’s completely 
unnecessary. And the answer is not about numbing your physical and 
emotional pain levels with Kountry Kwencher or QualiTussin. Such 
products are nothing more than namby-pamby stuff any wily nine- 
year-old could pilfer at a Piggly Wiggly. You need nothing less than 
world-class meds.

O Now is not the time to worry about any potential addiction issues. 
In fact, your problem is a lack of suitable addictions. You need to get 
a quality monkey or two on your back and pronto! 

Indeed, swift action is crucial here. You no longer have the luxury of 
waiting to see if your spirits lift before you call that HMO psychotherapist 
whom your Human Resources person recommended. Similarly, you’ve 
got no time to track down that supposedly holistic guy your friend’s 
friend knows who can squeeze you in next week and, after a four-minute 
meeting/reading, will hand you a packet of herbs that smells like turds 
and cinnamon. And that sweat lodge weekend you’ve been considering 
ain’t gonna make a dent either, so save your beads and pelts, kimosabe. 

No, right now you need the real deal—the full-tilt boogie, mind- 
shattering, prescription-strength shit in Judy Garland-sized doses. 
So because Z4Z loves it some clients, here’s where you receive the 
first of several perks, and they’re coming to you simply because you 
bought this book !

Plus, 
once you’ve been scanned, we can cut out 
that pesky middleman, otherwise known as 
your doctor. You heard right: with the “auto¬ 
initiate” feature of these particular drugs, if 
you so choose, your entire Transition can be 
doctor-free. No more white coat syndrome 
for you. 

,0Fk Hold it. You’re worried about not 

VdP having a personal physician available 
during this time? Well, you know the old 
adage: if you want to stay healthy, stay away 
from the doctor. This is especially true post- 
Disaster. You do not need to be exposed to 
any other infections. And how much good has 
your medical coverage ever done you? The 
Disaster Rare Kiosks™ on every corner are 
overwhelmed, and their service is marginal 
at best. Besides, the Z4Z program, including 
its set of complimentary trial offers, has now 
been endorsed by the NMA (National Medical 
Association™) 14 as a “sufficiently adequate

I WANT A NEW DRUG! 

O A dark gray box marked “Urgent and Confidential” will soon be delivered 
to you at your current address. This is your CareBox™. Inside, you’ll 
find several samples of various prescription drugs along with a number of 
other items, which we’ll enumerate later. I urge you to read the directions 
that accompany each of the drugs and decide which of them you think will 
be best for you. It would be ideal if you could get an expert’s opinion before 
you take the medication, but we’re on a tight deadline here. 

In order to jump-start this process, what follows are brief descriptions 
of the drugs, accompanied by a bit of info regarding each one’s efficacy 
and suitability. 

ROMERIN® 

This powerful, red, heart-shaped pill has recently emerged from its final 
round of clinical trials and is now available for both the general public 
and post-lifers. The FDA and QualiCorps are equally ecstatic with this 
drug, so if you’re going to medicate yourself (and why wouldn’t you?), it 
should be considered a serious candidate. 

Here’s why: upon entering the Transition, over two-thirds of those who 
took Romerin were able to preserve, on average, an impressive twenty- 
two percent more of their motor skills and ability to be rational than those 
who took only the placebo. On the aforementioned QScale, this puts the 
Romerin patients’ level of humanity solidly in the neighborhood of, say, 
Tony Little. (By the way, I don’t recall “America’s Personal Trainer” ever 
being offered as a choice during my high school “Career Days.”) 
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Romerin works its magic by inhibiting those nasty bastards—the 
excitotoxic amino acids (particularly N-methyl-D-aspartate, for anyone 
keeping score at home)—thereby helping to hold together your noggin’s 
neural net. What the h-e-double-hockey-sticks does that mean, you ask? 
Only that Romerin will allow your brain to hang in there long enough for 
neuroplasticity to properly do the voodoo it do. 

Obviously, no drug is one hundred percent safe, and there’s 
simply not time to detail the full complement of Romerin’s side 
effects. Nevertheless, you should know that a longing for library paste 
and a need to be flogged at a Hardee’s are the two least desirable 
complications. There are also the standard side effects such as stroke, 
loss of hearing, or fear of weasels. Food interaction warning: no 
Funions or Grape Fanta during the first two weeks. 

PRODUCTIVA® 

This medicine has been on the market since the late 1950s. Originally 
used to treat Jumping Frenchman Disorder in Maine lumberjacks, this 
diminutive orange, axe-shaped pill has recently found a significantly 
more modern role in helping the recently bitten. Its popularity is mainly 
attributed to the prodigious amounts of energy it produces, most likely 
due to its low-dose Ritalin “frosting.” Productiva could enable you to one 
day get off the floor or even out of a chair. QScale effectiveness has yet to 
be fully determined; nevertheless, preliminary studies indicate you most 
likely won’t get the generous “humanity bump” that Romerin provides, 
but, golly, you’ll get a lot more accomplished. 

In addition to the side effects of dry mouth, a proclivity toward 
gambling, and a penchant for fawning over croquet mallets, Productiva 
can be highly addictive, so please do not stop taking this medication 
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without the help of a certified professional or lumberjack. (Maine 
residency not required.) If you do not properly wean yourself off 
Productiva, withdrawal pains can be severe enough to produce world- 
class gurning. Food interaction warning: pickled eggs and pudding can’t 
be combined while taking this drug. 

BLISSIUM® 

Here we have a mellow herbal product that hails from a spunky Native 
American-owned company located in what’s left of New Mexico. Derived 
from traditional natural ingredients, Blissium assists the healing process 
by inducing a deep state of relaxation in the individual. This bright yellow 
pill has a patented formula that includes chamomile, THC, and peyote 
extract along with a form of Datura, the notorious Caribbean herb known 
to cause delirium. While not technically a pharmaceutical product, 
Blissium is mentioned here due to the success rate it has enjoyed in 
reducing pain, boosting appetites, and increasing the frequency of staring 
at the toaster oven. With Blissium, QScale effectiveness is negligible, but, 
honestly, you probably won’t give a damn. Food interaction warning: no 
Circus Peanuts for the first forty-eight hours. 

CEREBELLA® 

This is a late entry from a British manufacturer that offers up a novel 
strategy. Through the magic of DNA tinkering and New Age gibberish, 
the Brits have found a way to unlock what they call “the Confidence 
Gene.” In a bulky blue capsule with its unmistakable red exclamation 
point, CereBella produces a cool, assured demeanor, providing patients 
with an incredible lift in self-esteem and the ability to yammer on about 
themselves for hours at a time, not unlike a lobotomized Trump. 
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CereBella accomplishes its mission by including a stiff hit of 
naltrexone in its patented formula. This ingredient blocks the 
theopioid/endorphin pathways and is normally used to reduce 
addictive behavior (e.g., to heroin or zBay 15 ). By greatly impairing the 
need for, oh, say, “flesh,” the patient experiences an overwhelming 
sense of inflated self-worth, which aids in masking a good deal of 
the pain associated with the Transition. (The drugs giveth and the 
drugs taketh away.) With the proper dosage, QScale effectiveness 
could put you at the level of a persistently salivating Flavor Flav.

For example, Romerin mixed 
with CereBella has been known to create a confident yet subhuman 
persona, like Glenn Beck when he’s spouting one of his kooky 
commentaries. In addition, the resulting combo platter of Productiva 
mixed with Blissium produces a disturbingly motivated Stoner. Who 
wants that? 

Other than the aforementioned combinations, the sky’s the limit. Mix 
’n’ match ’n’ knock yourself out. Literally. 16 

WHAT ABOUT WHADDYACALLIT—THAT 
HOMEOPATHIC STUFF? 

Apart from Blissium, natural and herbal remedies have been around 
since day one, and in recent years there’d been quite a worldwide 
resurgence in their use. That was, of course, until the Disaster, which 
largely put homeopathic remedies out of commish. Think about it—no 
known drugs or antibiotics were making a freakin’ difference during the 
first several years. The herbal approach lasted about nine nanoseconds 
once everyone realized that the recently bitten were suffering from 
something far worse than “trapped chi” or “nasal backlog.” So much 
for that nutty neti pot!

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However, several other semi-natural treatments that evolved after the 
Disaster are now enjoying a large degree of popularity. You might find 
any of the following to be effective when used along with your meds. 

MAGGOT BAGS 

It was already well established that a small bag of maggots, taped to a 
wound, could promote healing in an expedited manner. Over the last two 
years, the medical community has taken this idea several steps further in 
order to increase the maggot bag’s efficacy and decrease the number of 
underemployed maggots. Where once the fine mesh bags were roughly 
the size of a child’s sock, now they’re more akin to pillowcases—soft, 
squishy pillowcases squirming in place from the wiggling of thousands 
of maggots. 

For proper therapeutic use, place one of these bags on your chest, 
under your legs, or on any bodily surface that’s giving you grief. Do your 
best to relax with the undulating bag, and you’ll be amazed—abrasions 
heal more quickly and skin tone is marginally improved. Perhaps the 
niftiest aspect is that the maggot bag doesn’t cost you an arm and a leg 
(as it were), because the ingredients are free. There’s no need for you to 
buy the commercially produced version; you can easily make your own.

grapefruit spoon. You absolutely cannot afford to damage yourself now 
or create opportunities for accidents to happen. 

Here’s another angle regarding the P-System Plus: should you choose 
to continue with the program once the trial offer has expired, you won’t 
have to lift a remaining finger. Your meals will be mailed to you every four 
weeks, your QCard™ automatically charged, and shipping and handling 
will lie free. Convenience never tasted so good! 

If you decide not to continue with the program upon the expiration 
of the trial offer, that’s completely your call. (For that matter, if you’re 
still capable of anything that faintly resembles independent thought, then 
bully for you!) Nonetheless, if you do make such a choice, you will need 
to cancel your subscription to P-System Plus so as not to be charged 
the full monthly rate. Just call 1-866-NOTHANKS. (A piece of advice: 
set aside a generous chunk of time for this call, since there are usually 
ponderous hold times and language issues. The overseas operators still 
haven’t quite nailed down that distinctive post-lifer speech cadence, and 
this has been known to cause frustration for both parties. And frustration 
leads to what? Bad behavior, that’s right.) 

AVOID THESE LIKE THE PLAGUE! 

If you’re one of the remarkable few who are still capable of cooking 
and not just “hunting and gathering,” you should be aware that there 
are supplements and certain types of chow that you should shun. 
For example: 




Kohlrabi exacerbates dental issues (and Dental Stamps were 
discontinued last year).

And for you dames, here’s a benefit worth mentioning: you 
won’t have to worry about your menstrual cycle anymore. 
Your bodies are so jacked up from the Transition, they’ve 
forgotten how to cycle anything! 

Legumes are no longer your friends. ’Nuff said. 

For some reason, Li’l Sally snack cakes (all varieties) cause 
pica in Methodists. 

Drinking more tap water than what’s recommended in the 
eating plan can lead to seepage, and there are no plans to 
print Diaper Stamps. 


For additional info and if time allows, talk to a medical specialist at 
a Disaster Rare Kiosk (if you can find one that’s open) or a P-System 
certified sales associate. 

ON A POSITIVE NOTE 

To balance out the negatives, here are a few upbeat tips for you. 

• Keep taking any vitamins available, especially E and D. And a lot 
of C. And all of the Bs. Hell, any letters you can get, take ’em. 

• Headcheese makes a fine poultice. 

• Stop reading nutrition labels; you don’t have to care 
anymore. 

• Clam juice mixed with tomato juice makes a snappy drink 
that takes the edge off certain cravings. Try it! 

• Echinacea is best when smoked, but beware: St. John’s Wort 
will bum you out ! 

• Jell-O is good for your bones. 

• Cheese and brown rice are superb binding agents, and more 
than ever, sistuh, you need binding. 

• Club soda is a miracle worker with blood and grass stains. (Oh, 
that’s more of a household hint, isn’t it? More of those later!) 
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If you think you will be 
preparing your own 
meals (in spite of being 
forewarned), check out 
Appendix A. (Not that kind 
of appendix, silly—the one 
at the back of the book!) 
Depending on what's left 
of your hands, you'll find a 
handful of mouth-watering 
recipes (depending on 
what's left of your mouth), 
many of which feature brains 
as the key ingredient. Who 
loves ya? 


SHOULD I GO "RAW"? 

Another resource that might be of genuine 
help is last year’s trendy Dead Sea Diet™, 
which strongly promotes eating only 
uncooked foods. Obviously, such a diet takes 
a hell of a lot of pressure off of your not- 
so-Iron-Chef kitchen skills. The philosophy 
behind the Dead Sea Diet is that cooking 
robs food of its nutrients. By consuming 
only raw foods, you receive one hundred 
percent of the vitamins and minerals of 
whatever (or whomever) you eat. Like Jack 
LaLanne gone rogue in a produce section, 
this diet allows you to just mosey on up to 
that head of lettuce or broccoli (or head of 
whatev) and bite into it. Eat until you’re 
sated and, bingo, there’s your meal. No 
measuring, no weighing, no kidding!

anymore.) An impressive number of consumers have reported that they 
value the simplicity of this diet and have had considerable success with 
it. They claim they’ve benefited from an increased level of energy and a 
more determined outlook. And, not surprisingly, they find their appetites 
vastly improved, some even referring to their hunger as “nearly insatiable.” 
Tastes like progress to me! 



DRINK UP! 

There’s a rumor going around that those in the Transition shouldn’t 
consume alcohol. Nothing could be further from the truth. While 
regular pain meds won’t do a thing for you, ordinary liquor will work 
wonders. To be completely honest, hooch will not help you in the long 
term; your short term, however, will be hellaciously more tolerable. That 
striking smell on your skin that develops midway through the second day 
will be considerably less offensive with a bottle of Sauza socked away. 
Cocktails are one of the few pleasures that alleviate the sting of the current 
chaos, so imbibe already. 

Experience shows us that Long Island Iced Teas are unusually 
effective as well as chi-chis, mai tais, and, yes, even zombies. 
But don’t limit yourself to mixed drinks; five or ten shooters will do 
equally well. (FYI: beer and wine will provide a degree of relief, but 
this author believes in the efficiency of the hard stuff.) This is not the 
time to treat your body like it’s a temple, because, frankly, by now it’s 
a temple of doom!

He has served as chairman of the Provo Virus 
Kids Kommittee; he was an Accomplished Fellow at the Q-Academy of 
Food Sciences; and just recently he was appointed as the Secretary of 
Steak to the President’s Council on Future Meats. I’m proud to know him. 
Hey, Bob, save a place for me—I’ll be by tonight! 
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Where Gristle’s caters to a slightly upscale demographic, Cap’n 
Ash’s Seafood Fortress appeals to the budget-minded. It’s a nautical- 
themed joint that promotes the versatility and scrumptiousness of 
various species of what were affectionately called “trash fish.” Once 
thought to be of no epicurean use whatsoever, many of these fish are 
now prominently featured at Cap’n Ash’s. Let me tell you, what Ash 
does with a lamprey eel is nothing short of artistic, and you can have 
a ball picking out your own from the sizeable tank in the lobby. And 
don’t forget to try the Sculpin Sticks; my friends just love ’em. Finally, 
not only is Cap’n Ash’s easy on the pocketbook, but everyone will love 
the monstrous animatronic squid that adorns the foyer. You won’t be 
disappointed, and the taste will disappear from your mouth within 
twenty-four hours, tops. 

IT'S A LOT TO DIGEST 

You’ve had a ton of info thrown at you quickly and you may be, quite 
frankly, somewhat overwhelmed. No need to be. Remember, initially you 
won’t have to do jack in order to get the help you need. The P-System 
Plus shipment should arrive any minute now. 

In summing up, you only have two ideas to remember from this 
chapter: 1) spend your stamps freely; and 2) keep your caloric intake 
way up. 

Speaking of stamps, did I mention you can use yours for absolutely 
everything referred to in this chapter? Man, it’s great to be you! 

Now that you’ve been set on the right culinary track, let’s consider the 
most appropriate exercise program for you. See you on the mats! 
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EXERCISE AND YOU 


Now that you’re stylin’ on the victuals front, it’s time to address your very 
real, very urgent exercise needs. 

You’re probably thinking, “But you just said I need to eat a lot and 
retain calories. Won’t exercise negate that?” Alas, food is only part of 
the equation that’s going to keep you intact; you still need to get up 
and move around, even if such motion resembles nothing more than 
organized stumbling. 

O Indeed, it’s imperative that you incorporate regular exercise into 
_ your everyday life, but it’s most important in the upcoming hours 
and days. Some “humans” in your condition do yoga or follow one of 
those wacky cardio-boxing regimens (both are discussed later in this 
chapter), while others choose to aerobically roll around on the ground 
and weep. Frankly, your preference matters far less than your level of 
commitment. During this next critical phase, a lazy attitude can lead to 
increased stiffening, and this is never good. 
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OUT GOES THE BAD AIR, IN GOES THE BAD 

Before we get to specific exercises, it’s important to first talk about 
breathing. I believe it was Ethel Merman who said, “I breathe when I 
have to.” Sure, that was great for her, but some of us (i.e., you) don’t 
have that luxury. You need to be aware of how (and if) you’re breathing 
as you begin your chosen mode of exercise. Breathing plays a vital role 
in promoting proper fitness and, personally, it’s my favorite involuntary 
function. Learning to breathe correctly during your workout will help 
build your stamina (I use the term loosely, of course). 

Don’t be surprised if the ol’ breathing routine isn’t quite as “auto” 
as it once was. You may need to intermittently remind your functions 
how to do their thing by the use of gentle verbal “triggers” such as 
“inhale, exhale, inhale, exhale.” Like placing jumper cables on crusty 
battery posts, the repetition of such prompts will eventually force the 
ignition that is your nervous system to get a clue and turn over. Try 
the aforementioned triggers when necessary and attempt to breathe 
at a consistent level. And for cryin’ out loud, keep your battery 
posts cleaner. 

AS IT TURNS OUT, FITNESS IS A STRETCH! 

Any exercise routine should always begin with basic stretching. This 

O loosens the ligaments, prevents you from blowing an O-ring, and 
helps fend off that wretched rigor mortis. If your personal stretching 
routine is done correctly, you may not need any other exercise plan. 
As a matter of fact, the President’s Council on Diet, Litness, and Jerky 
recommends that those in Transition begin by limiting their workouts to 
three ten-minute stretching sessions a day. 
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Stretch whenever you’d like, but for best results the sessions 
should be spaced equally apart. For example, create a schedule such 
as: 8:00 a.m., 12:00 p.m., 4:00 p.m. A plan like this should provide 
a solid workout and still leave you available for Springer at 5:00 
p.m. Of course, stretching before eating is always advised. Too much 
sloshing around after a big meal is not hot. 

I don’t know about you, but I’m all about exercises I can do while 
lying down. And that’s all that’s being asked of you—lie down on your 
back and gradually move your limbs around. It may be that you’re 
feeling a smidgen rigid, and you definitely want to get those knots 
out before they set in. A fabulous jumping-off point for stretching is 
the “Floor Angel,” an exercise that’s all the rage with Transitioneers 
because it mimics the fanciful behavior of our wintry youth when we 
made snow angels. While you’re splat on the floor, move your arms 
and legs up and down in the same manner you did on those snow days 
of yesteryear. 17 Exhilarating and a kick! 

There’s no need to go hog wild and get all Cirque du Whatever- 
ay contortionist about your stretching. No inverted dangling 
from block-long silk draperies; such extremes are not needed here. 
Simple, gentle movements are really all that’s required. Begin with 
just the daily ten-minute sessions, and gauge how those feel before 
considering additional exercises. It’s better to start slow—like a 
Lenny kind of slow.

When you are ready to move on from stretching, I recommend you 
start by simply sitting up. Not sit-ups—just sitting up. That’s right,

too much lying around can make you sulky and sleepy. Sitting upright 
is the first step to the rest of your workout. Doesn’t that feel better? 
No—don’t slide back down! Get up! The drugs should be kicking in any 
second, and combined with the P-System fare, you should be sensing a 
decrease in your bloodlust by now. You have no excuses. So sit up! 

FOR A LEANER, LESS-DEAD LOOK 

Okay, then. That’s better. 

If after a day or two of sitting up and stretching, you find you’re 
craving more physical exertion and would like to “pump it up,” consider 
these three options. 

ZeeBo™ 

Now you can do your own version of that sensational red-hot boxing 
workout, reimagined for guys and gals like you. In this deluxe 19-DVD 
boxed set, ZeeBo’s creator, Jerry Jack, takes you through hour after 
hour after hour of his new, low-to-no-impact program. On disc 1, you’ll 
learn extensively about Jerry’s can-do philosophy as he relays most of 
his childhood in real time (his fourth year is particularly disturbing). 
On disc 6, Jerry’s finally got you into the gym after driving around his 
Brentwood ’hood and showing off his vintage car collection. By the time 
you get to the life-changing disc 12, he’s got you doing things you didn’t 
think possible. You’ll raise your knees—sort of! You’ll almost deflect 
an imaginary punch! You’ll amble in place with the best of ’em! And 
here’s a Jerry Jack promise: you’ll see genuine results with ZeeBo within 
180 days, or your stamps will be refunded in full! (Minus shipping and 
handling, of course.) 
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YOGA 

If the ZeeBo system seems a bit ambitious at this time, consider yoga. 
Yes, yoga. 

Now don’t get all judgmental and think you’ll be expected to hit 
the bong, too. Yoga’s not just for hippies anymore. Everyday citizens 
are learning that a basic asana goes a long way, and in your case these 
“adapted asanas” are the shiznit! 

For example, the traditional Lotus position has been modified to 
become the effective “Lotus Lite.” Several painful aspects of the original 
Lotus have been eliminated so that in the Lotus Lite you can simply 
sit with your arms and legs in a comfortable position. Now attempt 
to concentrate (or “meditate,” as we’ll soon learn) and focus on your 
breathing. How shallow is it? Are both lungs working and intact? Did 
you just exhale? 

In addition, the “Downward Dining Dog” offers a challenge 
for the individual who wants to press a little harder. When ready, 
assume the standard push-up position and hold it in place. Lower 
your neck as if you’re trying to drink from a bowl and then freeze. 
How’s your breath control? Again, try to clear your mind, which 
should be a cakewalk. If this asana is held fully for the suggested 
twelve minutes, it will tax every bone left in your body. (A word of 
caution: build up to this exercise slowly. No need to pop a femur by 
being overanxious.) 

Lastly, “The Stranded Trout” emphasizes the supine position; from 
here, the subject performs a series of gentle flops. (A yoga mat is 
highly recommended—a bed works nicely, too.) This asana facilitates 
relaxation, inner harmony, and accommodates an increasing lack 
of cartilage.

Fans report not only enjoying swaying in 
their studio apartments to the corny classics of the past, but also seem to 
be mesmerized by Beany’s sparkly shorts and distinctive ’fro-mullet. Go 
for it. I’m all about whatever gets your last few pints of blood pumping! 


SPORTS, PERHAPS? 


O Maybe you’re one of countless individuals who, in your old life, 
enjoyed playing sports by yourself or with others. You lived 
for those weekend flag football games with the guys, that pick-up 
round of hoops down at the park, or a summer game of soccer with 
the girls. Well, I hate to break it to you, but such activities will no 
longer work for you. Anything that involves potential full contact is 
now taboo; you’ve got fragile written all over you. Remember that 
law of physics: velocity plus mass equals a honkin’ booboo and a 
visit to the emergency room! So, pally, nix the “big six”: football, 
hockey, soccer, basketball, rugby, and baseball. But don’t get hinky 
on me; there are several options that have proven to be hits with 
both genders of post-lifers. 


GOLF 

If you were already a golfer, great. If not, now’s your chance to hit the 
links and learn this allegedly lively international sport. It’s one terrific way 
to get out in the world and “walk” away your worries, and the somewhat 
sluggish pace is pitch-perfect for post-lifers. For those who don’t care to 
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walk the course, use one of the modified carts, as long as your hand-to- 
eye coordination is still adequate. 

You’ll be pleased to learn that every Scarlet Shores has a challenging 
three-hole course (complete with the ParMuch™ feature), which you can 
play over and over ’til you’re dizzy with delight. To me, there’s nothing 
quite like shooting a few holes to clear the mind. The smell of wet grass 
and caustic fertilizers is a revitalizing combo. 

SHUFFLEBOARD 

There is a strange misconception regarding this sport—that it’s strictly for 
blue hairs, cruise-ship-goers, and Thurston Howell types. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. Shuffleboard can be a competitive, gritty game 
that involves strategy and finely tuned motor skills. You’ll get a solid 
aerobic workout from bending over repeatedly and lurching up and down 
the court. But careful with those cues—no jousting allowed! 

T-BALL 

Have you ever seen how much fun little kids have while playing T-ball, 
squealing as they hit the ball four feet, then scampering around the bases? 
You, too, can enjoy that level of merriment, but you’ve got to give T-ball 
a chance; no looking down the remainder of your nose at it. With the 
smallest of attitudinal adjustments, soon you, too, could be swinging 
wildly and running the bases like a toddler. Batter up! 

BADMINTON 

The shuttlecock flies your way, you raise your racquet, ace the shot, and 
win the game! Sound like fiction? Absolutely not. Badminton is one of 
the most popular sports among active post-lifers, especially those who 
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can still lift their arms. Maybe it’s the fierce dynamic of the sport or the 
doubles play, or maybe it’s the mesmerizing movement of the shuttlecock. 
Whatever the attraction, there’s no denying what a great workout you 
can get while meeting a few soon-to-be friends. And don’t worry: the 
pace at the Shores is not that frenetic. No Olympic overachievers here. 
The Shores’ brand of badminton is a friendlier version tailored more 
for a social setting. One thing to remember: if you do play doubles, no 
staggering into one another—that’s considered poor sportsmanship. Save 
that full-body contact for your next late-night hook-up! 

GLOW-BUMPER BOWLING 

Black lights, inflatable bumpers in the gutters, cool shoes, cold beer. Does 
it get any better than that? Now, with the availability of four-pound balls, 
I envision three-hundred games for even the most run-of-the-mill bowler. 
Scarlet Lanes proudly offers up this happenin’ hybrid of bowling five nights 
a week. They’ve even got leagues and computerized scoring. Good thing, 
too—math harder now. Between the brewskis (Schlitz on tap!) and your 
obscenely high scores, you’ll waIk away feeling something like a winner. 

HUNTING 

No, you don’t get to shoot an actual gun, but you will be given a nifty 
laser pointer in the shape of a ray gun to pretend you’re zapping your 
prey! It’s the thrill of the hunt without the muss and fuss. Once you’re 
armed and decked out in your awesome camouflage gear, you’ll be 
allowed full access to an exclusive area of the Shores’ petting zoo. I 
don’t need to remind you to be kind to the animals, and should one 
happen to bite you, there will be no biting back. Violators will be issued 
a stern stamp penalty. 
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THE ROCK WALL 

You’ve seen ’em on TV and probably in one of those sprawling outdoor- 
life megastores with a bass the size of a Buick nailed above the entrance. 
Check it out—now you’re going to have access to a climbing wall 24/7. 
Righteous. Every Shores has its own custom wall that’s certain to test 
your skills. Standing at a towering fourteen feet and made of solid Nerf, 
you’ll be hard-pressed to scale this muthuh the first time. Even so, you’ll 
be wearing the mandatory Happy Harness™, because your safety is, of 
course, a major concern at the Shores. Rappel away. 

FISHING

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dependable, distinctively 
heavy scents. Chanel No. 
178(a) is another, not-so- 
subtle entry for the ladies 
that's sure to captivate the 
fellas while taking the edge 
off of that odor. The days of 
dabbing are over—use any 
of these products liberally 
and frequently. 


Additionally, the government appropriated 
thousands of professionals to deal with the 
massive medical issues that remain from the 
Disaster. Simultaneously, the Feds passed a 
temporary law forbidding cosmetic surgery, 
deeming it to be “frivolous.”

By acclimating to the idea that the 
act of love will be more like three or four 
acts with two intermissions and maybe one 
of those nice frozen malts, you’ll become far 
more accepting of the results. 

As I said, there will be a slight 
loss of sensation, and it’s entirely 
possible I may be understating the situation 
by using the word slight. But, once again, 
there’s a positive side: whatever you’ll lose 
in quality, you’ll more than make up for 
in quantity. Post-lifers are known for their 
voracious appetites and not just in the Hall 
o’ Fixins. I hear there’s enough schtupping 
going on at the Shores to make Wilt 
Chamberlain blush! 
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FOREPLAY: EXTREME EDITION! 

In the post-life, foreplay is a tad different, because it’s no longer an option. 
Those damn juices move like lava, taking their sweet time to get flowing. 
Since you’ll already be “in the moment” with someone you’re fond of—or 
at least recognize—go ahead and slow that reposing rumba down to a 
crawl. Take advantage of the circumstances and enjoy yourself, okay? 

With this in mind, here are a few post-Transition tips to wet your 
wanton whistle.

However, 
tantric yoga is an extreme kind of stretching and would place too 
much stress on your bod. Those intense asanas are insane-a and best 
left alone. That doesn’t mean you can’t combine stretching or a few 
of the adapted asanas from earlier in the book and reap many of the 
same benefits. But please don’t go near those alleged tantric orgasms. 
Your hypothalamus can’t take that kind of heat and could wilt or even 
burst. Several post-lifers who have “gone there” have never completely 
returned. Yes, they smile and salivate, but they’re no en casn. In fact, 
the majority of them have been placed in the Shores’ Ward G, and you 
don’t even want to see Ward G.

POSITIONING YOURSELF FOR SEXUAL SUCCESS! 

|i^. Alrighty, let’s get to the positions. Please approach all five 
cautiously. Remember, these have been customized for you, taking 
into consideration your current state of flexibility (or not) and your ability 
to concentrate (as if). When a given position starts to feel uncomfortable 
with your mate, back off a bit. Pain bad. We certainly wouldn’t want 
any bones popping out or joint slippage, would we? 

So you know, I’m going to refer to the couple referenced in 
these positions as a “man” and “woman,” but as has been previously 
touched on, this book doesn’t judge you should you choose to go in 
another direction. 24 Lastly, it’s probably a good idea to engage in the 
following positions on a soft surface, such as a bed or futon. Going 
hog-wild and attempting to make whoopee in your kitchenette or on 
top of a slot machine is frowned upon. Bear in mind, you’re more 
brittle now. 

The positions that follow are listed in order of difficulty, beginning 
with the simplest. You are strongly advised to try them one at a time and 
to proceed in order. 


Helpful 
hint: always double-check what clothing remains; that should provide a “his” or “her” clue. 




This has been found to be a positive and sensual starting place, a ground 
zero, if you will, for intimate exploration. As illustrated here, the couple 
begins by lying next to each other, looking upward, and reaching over 
to employ gentle touching and stroking motions, never emphasizing one 
body area over another. By the way, all moaning at this point will hopefully 
be “good” moaning and not related to any remaining physiological or 
psychological issues. If neck movement is possible, the couple may choose 
to look at each other and, if this excites them, slobber or grunt. This 
undemanding position serves as a baseline to promote relaxation and can 
certainly be utilized as a form of foreplay. However, should one partner 
fall asleep while in this position, the other is discouraged from continuing 
the touching or stroking, because that’s kinda pushy and grabby. As time 
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passes, the couple can turn on their sides, face each other, and continue 
their touching to climax or to the point of utter exhaustion. 

THE CRAB AND THE BULL™ (AKA "SURF AND TURF") 



As you can tell from the illustration, this is a slight variation on the 
standard missionary position, but one that purportedly provides better 
leverage for both partners, thereby dramatically decreasing rug burn and 
shattered kneecaps. Here, the “crab” (the woman) lies on her back and 
opens her “claws”—i.e., legs—to a comfortable angle. Meanwhile, the 
“bull” (the man), after finishing nine beers, lies on top of her, his breath a 
stale hodgepodge of hops and pretzels. The couple embraces, lasses, and 
intermittently bickers about finances. Later, after the testiness has subsided, 
the crab folds her legs over the bull’s back, all the while being careful not to 
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crack his ribs. As the two of them join and are locked together, they begin 
a gentle rocking motion, symbolizing the oneness of their unification (and 
preempting a mutual litany of unresolved domestic issues). Eventually, the 
bull’s he-member ends up in the crab’s tunnel o’ love and, after a noisy and 
sweaty commotion, both are satisfied (or so believes the bull). 

SLEEPY DOGGIE™ 



Here’s a variation on an age-old fave. This position is so damn popular 
because it not only allows the woman increased pleasure due to the “angle 
of the dangle,” but it also gives the guy the opportunity to watch TV without 
detection. Being mindful of keeping her digestive system in place, the woman 
lies on her stomach and juts her posterior upward, creating a slight arch of her 
back and a spectacle of herself in the mirror. The man, likewise being careful 
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of his weight and strength, reclines on top of her, facing down. This lets him 
admire the shape of her skull while she, in turn, can barely be heard whining 
into the pillows. Ancient texts tell us this titillating posture was once called 
“The Tongs.” Perhaps this is why: at this juncture, the fella grabs his dudeunit 
with a pair of tongs (kitchen tongs will do, but I personally prefer the longer 
barbecue type) and, ever so slowly, slides it right into her love canal. If done 
correctly, the unit should run headlong (as it were) into what’s known as her 
“Z Spot” and, like an overzealous game-show contestant, she should start 
screaming on cue (with perhaps even the occasional “Higher, Bob!”). 

CLUCKING HOUSES OF CONGRESS™ 



Now we’re getting rather fancy-shmancy. Make no mistake, the next two 
positions are for you folks who still feel completely comfortable with your 
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motor-skill levels. As you can plainly see in the drawing, this position requires 
the couple to perform a vertical version of the horizontal hula. To begin, the 
woman should place her back against a wall and lean into it. Think Ellen 
Barkin in Sea of Love. Next, by placing her hand under her right knee, she 
should lift her leg to allow ample room for the man to maneuver his battleship 
into her port o’ call. As the man approaches the woman, he should make soft 
clucking sounds of varying pitch and timbre, and offer his hands to her by- 
now-flamingo-like body, touching her sweetly. As he leans into her and she 
rolls her eyes in disgust, she wraps her arms around his head, allowing him to 
press Admiral Winky into the boathouse. At this stage, the couple should both 
be quietly clucking and are encouraged to do so until violent cramping occurs. 
A word of caution: Epsom salts may be necessary as part of the postcoital 
ritual, but beware of soaking too long—your skin isn’t as salt-friendly now. 

REVERSE SIDESADDLE CARNIVOROUS COWGIRL JAMBOREE™ 
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Absolutely not for beginners; the trapeze alone can be a handful. Carrying 
a pair of pom-poms, the woman climbs three to four steps up a small 
ladder. The man, who is sitting on a trapeze approximately six feet off 
the ground, places a slice of salami between his teeth. As the woman 
leaps into the air from the ladder, the man grabs her and seats her on top 
of him, pushing the sliced lunchmeat into her mouth as they embrace. 
With her arms and pom-poms wrapped around him, the momentum of 
the trapeze should keep them rockin’ till the break of dawn.

I would heartily recommend prior gymnastic experience, 
industrial-strength S-hooks, and the finest quality salami. 

JEEPERS, MY SEX LIFE WASN'T THAT INTENSE 
IN MY OLD LIFE! 

I know. A lot of folks in Transition make that very same statement. 

Apparently with all the stress associated with our day-to-day existence 
in the post-Disaster world, the frequency of beneficial boinking is sorely 
copu-lacking. What a shame. That’s why the post-life becomes the ideal 
time for you to rediscover your libido and dive back into the sexual deep 
end. Because certain other capacities are going to be diminished, it makes 
perfect sense to re-explore your animalistic, lustful side. Hell, I would. 

In summation, practice the positions in this chapter and you’ll 
begin to experience realms of pleasure heretofore unknown, as if 
your limbic system just watched Titanic. Don’t sweat it if you can’t 
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immediately get past the first or second positions; post-life proficiency 
takes time. Build on each position and savor each experience. And 
don’t get discouraged: the Cowgirl Jamboree isn’t for everyone. I still 
have trouble with the salami! 

Hey, do you hear that driving beat in the background? It can only 
mean one thing: it’s time to DANCEl Break out your Freeds and get ready 
to shake your moneymaker! I’ll see you under the mirror ball.

Through the magic of “equalization,” you’re about to become 
wayyyyyy more open to the possibilities of dance being an 
integral part of your post-life experience. Those insecurities you had 
about your dance-floor abilities are being erased even as you read this 
sentence. Even doing outdated routines, like those from the “Thriller” 
zombie dance, will seem incredibly exciting to you in the near future. 
Smokin’, huh? 

Not only will dancing enhance your social life by making you more 
“available” to your current gender-of-choice, but the health benefits are off 
the hook. It’s been estimated that one hour of full-on conga line dancing 
can, in a post-lifer, burn up to six or seven calories. What a terrific way to 
trick out your metabolism! 


PROVO VIRUS = BOOGIE FEVER! 

If I can do this, you can, too. And here to tell you how you can do it is 
the man whom I credit with changing my outlook on dance, the man who 
showed me what a Cuban heel can do for self-confidence—the electrifying 
Mr. Michael Chumley. You know him as the “Duke of the Dance,” the

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high-flying, gravity-defying phenom whose touring theatrical production 
of “Head of Bone” is now in its record-smashing fourteenth year on the 
road. Michael is a dancer, choreographer, producer, shoe designer, and 
founder of the renowned Chumley School of Dance in Atlantic City. Yes, 
the world knows him as many things, but I’m lucky to call him “friend.” 
Michael, over to you. 

Thanks. Okay, I have hut one question for the readers: What is 
stopping you from dancing? Could it he latent issues regarding 
your “accident” at the middle school sock hop? Are you merengue- 
impaired? Or are you one of those people who think they’re too 
“good” to dance? Your kind disgusts me. So full of yourselves with 
your high and mighty opinions about choreography and what 
constitutes real talent. I’ve been listening to wankers like you my 
entire life, telling me I’m too short or I’d never make it out of 
Dublin or I don ’t look good in lime-green tights. Well, I’m not and 
I did and I do. Got it? 

Where was I? Oh yes, there’s no bloody good reason for you not 
to dance. In the post-life, being a social animal is more important 
than ever, and nothing gets people together quite like a cha-cha 
or foxtrot. For the men, dance serves as a great way to meet the 
ladies (I use the plural there because, guys, no one says you have to 
dance with the same girl all night). Work the room and see who or 
what is out there. And for you women, it’s a great way to meet me. 

I’m kidding, of course, but I did meet all four of my exes through 
dancing. Your track record should be so good. 

So where do we begin with you? I believe we first need to address 
your comfort zone, so I’m going to show you a terrific exercise I use

at my Atlantic City School of Dance. This is a nifty little free-form 
routine that we often employ while warming up, and occasionally 
we’ll try it with a group of tourists to get them off the tram and 
closer to the souvenir store. 

This exercise requires only two things of you: I) a favorite song 
that always gets you moving; and 2) a large enough space so that 
you ’ll have the ability to spin freely about the room, expressing 
yourself through spontaneous movement. Any arse can do that, so 
no excuses. Move the furniture out of the ivay if need be; you’ve 
got to be able to stagger in an unencumbered manner and hopefully 
not carom off the walls. I understand you ’re currently not feeling 
tip-top, but I’ve had students who are in far worse shape than you. 
My school’s in Atlantic City, remember? 

So stand, cue up that song of yours, and let ’er rip. An important 
part of this exercise is to not think about what you’re doing or how it 
might look to someone who walks in unexpectedly and is immediately 
horrified. Allow your body to enjoy the moment. See? Fun. Now keep 
doing whatever the hell you ’re doing for another five to ten minutes. 
At the same time, visualize performing these exact movements on a 
dance floor, surrounded by other post-lifers. Picture yourself letting 
your body kinetic ally express itself without you criticizing it; muzzle 
your inner judge. Hold it. What’s going on? You aren’t dancing by 
any chance, are you? Of course you are! 

It’s that easy. All the rest is refinement and memorization. Get 
your mind out of the way and let your body speak — it’s as simple 
as that. And while you’re out there on the floor, if you happen to 
run into one of my ex-wives, tell her I’ve signed the check and it’s 
on its way.

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HOW ABOUT SOME HEADCHEESE WITH THAT 
WHINE? 

Despite Michael’s expert guidance, there you go again: “But I 
don’t feel like dancing. My hair hurts, my fever is spiking, and I’m 
coughing up what looks like chunks of lung, but they’re bright orange. 

I just wanna crawl under my bed and sleep for a month.” I understand 
you’re in a state of disrepair, but pick yourself up and get it together, 
because you’ve got a lot of work to do. Are you trying to sabotage your 
post-life? Well, stop it—pound down three or four more HammerMe’s 
or whatever you need to make yourself mobile. Take a Productiva or 
two. Just don’t let you down! 


NOW LET'S BUST OUT THE MOVES 

Ever heard of these steps? The Pivot™. The Shuffle™. Stagger-ly™. No? I 
bet you haven’t, because these are but a few of the new moves you’re about 
to learn. And these new moves need to happen because, like it or not, a 
lot of those old moves are now too taxing for you. Spirited steps such as 
the Frug or the Funky Monkey could lead to any number of injuries and 
put a honkin’ damper on your social life. Tip for the future: gimphood is 
not a goal. Therefore, table-topping? I think not. That furious thrashing 
that generally goes with hip-hop moves? So not good. Believe you me: 
these five dances will give you more than enough to keep you “busy on 
the backbeat.” 

Before beginning, please notice that there are no waltzes offered up 
here; there are a couple of good reasons why. First, no one waltzes 
anymore, and you won’t hear any played in the clubs that’ll let you in. 
Second, scientists have discovered that for unknown reasons, post-lifers 
have a hard time with the concept of the number three. The numbers four 
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and five are fine, but three is a challenge. And two is good to go, so take 
in all the Sousa you’d like. But absolutely no waltzes for you—they can 
be deadly. 

Use the step charts provided to help you learn how these dances are 
done. Consider putting the book on the floor so you can mimic the moves. 
Some of our more savvy readers have even photocopied the step charts, 
enlarging them so that they can better follow along. Using these charts as 
a study plan will be your best bet for better boogieing. Here we go! 

THE PIVOT 



We’re intentionally keeping the moves undemanding at first in order to 
make sure that no novices get hurt. For you former roundball players, 
this move should have a familiar feel. Keeping your knees slightly bent 
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and one leg stationary (assuming you can), pivot your other leg slowly 
around so that the end result is that you’ve moved in a circle. Easy, huh? 
Now muster up the motor skills and, while still Pivoting, throw in simple 
arm motions like clapping or finger snapping. Once you do, I guarantee 
that you’ll look like a full-blown Hasselhoff out on the floor! So go 
ahead, choose a tune to help you get your groove on, and when you’re 
comfortable with The Pivot, try the next step. 

THE SHUFFLE 



I’m sure you’re familiar with Rick Ghastly’s recent smash hit single, 
“Do The Shuffle.” Well, now you get to do that dance too! The Shuffle’s 
somewhat similar to the Spanish paso doble yet so very different. This is 
more of a “disco walk” than anything else; it almost resembles the Electric 
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Slide, but it’s even more sophomoric. To begin Shuffling, assume the same 
starting position as The Pivot, but this time walk slowly and confidently to 
the beat. Remember not to raise your feet too far from the floor, because 
that’s part of the look of this dance, hence its name. Additionally, on 
every fourth step, gently thrust your hips a bit to one side. Don’t go 
overboard and fracture your pelvis, okay? And no dislocations on my 
shift. The Shuffle is a popular choice for a lot of post-lifers, and you’ll be 
seeing quite a bit of it, especially at Gristle’s After Dark. 

STAGGER-LY 



Everyone always thinks this step is based on the old blues tune of almost 
the same name. While a little “pimp” attitude sure can go a long way, 
this dance has nothing to do with the song. (However, if wearing a 
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mustard-yellow fuzzy hat makes you feel more expressive, then carry 
on, bro.) Simply put, Stagger-ly is a combo platter of The Pivot and The 
Shuffle. Begin by assuming the same position you’ve used for the previous 
two steps. Now, in tempo, move your legs side to side, stepping forward. 

As you do, direct your steps to the left or the right so that, as in The Pivot, 
you end up Stagger-ly-ing in a circle. Again, don’t forget to throw in a little 
upper-body motion such as pointing or flailing. Way to get down with your 
bad self! You’re a regular dancing machine. Now go have a festive time 
from dusk ’til dawn. 

ROCKING HORSE ROCK™ 



The biggest obstacle to correctly performing the Rocking Horse Rock 
involves your being able to walk backward. I know this sounds formidable 
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because of your pervasive inner-ear balance issues, but you’ll get used to 
it. From our same starting stance, position your arms as if you’re holding 
onto the reins of a horse. Now, to the beat, take one step forward to the 
left then one to the right. Wait two beats and then reverse this process, 
taking one step backward to the right, then another to the left. If you 
haven’t toppled over, you should be right back where you started, all the 
while “pulling the reins.” Once you get these moves down, you can add 
a little drama by moving your torso from side to side. That’s the rocking 
part! This dance will give you one hellacious workout, especially if done 
in a group. So be ready, Betty, to get sweaty. It’s everything you ever liked 
about line dancing with none of the complexity! 

THE VIRGINIA SURREAL™ 








/ 
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I can’t even believe a square dance routine has to be included here, but 
I’m told this is THE current trend at the Shores’ lounges, Gristle’s After 
Dark, and Club Tibia. Post-lifers are glomming onto square dancing in 
record numbers, so I’m obliged to embrace it. This time you’ll absolutely 
need a dance partner, so make sure you can find one who is willing 
to wear the obligatory madcap outfits. Despite the step chart shown 
here, the dance really can’t be fully illustrated, because it depends on 
a “caller,” usually an odd fellow who growls into the mike in a nasally, 
unintelligible manner, employing obscure words and phrases such as 
“do-si-do,” “alamande right,” and “ladies in, men sashay.” Yeah, sashay. 
(The secret about square dancing is that no one understands what the 
hell the caller is saying, so they just enthusiastically thrash around.) It’s 
recommended that you merely imitate how everyone else is floundering 
and not get frustrated. Swing your partner now and then—you’ll look 
convincing enough. And please resist the urge to bite your partner or tie 
a kerchief around your neck. 

YOU'LL ONLY GET BETTER IF YOU PRACTICE 

So now that you’ve learned a few dance steps, you have to get out there 
and practice. Don’t fret; there’ll be plenty of opportunities for you to 
join the others out there wobbling about on the dance floor. Hint: pay 
attention to the weekly theme nights at Club Tibia or Gristle’s After 
Dark . 26 But wherever you end up and regardless of your skill set or 
preferences, try to find one dance that strikes your fancy and milk it for 
all it’s worth! 


26. For example, Thursdays at Club Tibia is ’80s Night, where bad hairdos can get you a door prize 
(think Flock of Seagulls), and you can twist away your Monday nights at Gristle’s Bloodbath A-Go-Go. 
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It will also behoove you to check with your activities director for 
what’s scheduled. Certain Shores facilities have been known to host 
glamorous ballroom contests and, OMG, Ms. Marilu Henner has been 
known to show up to judge.

While reading this story (based on true events, I might add), I must ask 
you once again to observe the level of rudeness of which the Horde is 
capable. Tragically barbaric. Let’s face it, they’re just not our kind... 

Blood boils in veins. The shriek that will not emerge. Visions: gnashing 
and tendons. The long, slow walk of all that is. Exhaling, focusing on 
what offers the feeding. Vacuum of thought and emotion. Comfort of 
clawing, pulling flesh from a fresh kill. To never sleep again. 

We were so close to the outside edge of the Containment Zone, we 
could hear the Horde hissing. They knew we were there and were letting 
us know. It’s times like these when I understood how applicable their 
name is—when they get riled up, the Horde sounds like locusts. Most 
everyone gets creeped out by the sound, myself included. Contrary to 
what scientists and the government want us to believe, I think the Horde 
knows the hissing rattles us. I’m telling you, there’s more going on in 
their rotting heads than what the so-called experts think. 
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On this particular day, we were beginning repair work along a 27-mile 
stretch of the FortiFence, the thick vinyl structure that defines the outermost 
defense of the Zone (except where mine fields were laid out in select 
locations). There were six of us on the crew and we arrived in two trucks. 
By now, my company had been employed as a federal Containment Zone 
maintenance contractor for a few years. For this assignment, the area on 
which we were focused had recently been hit by a large hailstorm and, 
consequently, the fence had incurred significant damage. This was a 
storm for the history books: a freakish front had plowed into the area and 
generated hailstones the size of grapefruits. I’d seen footage of the damage, 
but when viewed in person, it was quite a sight. The storm had smacked the 
shit out of the FortiFence. Part of the destruction was strictly cosmetic, but up 
and down the length of where I stood, I spotted dozens and dozens of holes 
bigger than my fist. Punched all the way through, these openings provided 
a series of major peepholes for anyone on either side of the fence. And the 
Horde, of course, was taking full advantage of this phenomenon. 

Them. Out there. Outside the ivhite wall. We smell them. Taste 
them. Black meat. Six. With tools. Odor of oil; father of fire. Them. 
Blood summons us; we scan. The feverish smaller male will fall 
quickly. We know it. We are blank but not void. We walk to the 
wall and wait. And wait. 

The Horde—or “the decomps” as we called them—were at the wall, 
standing and staring on the other side and still hissing away. I swear, 
their presence alone could burn a hole in you. I felt a bona fide sensation 
of malice, too, and I was a good ten yards from the fence. Then it occurred 
to me that maybe that sensation was just my stomach growling. 
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On that day, I had two idiots assigned to my group. The shorter one, Lem, 
showed up with the flu and seemed like he’d be useless. And the youngest 
kid, Emil, was too eager for his own good; I know from experience that 
unchecked exuberance can get someone hurt. I figured I’d minimize the 
impact of the two maroons by assigning them to separate crews, making 
them do the grunt work like lugging tools or manning the generator. 

We were lucky. I’d recently made a large score by getting the Feds 
to once more loan us a Pluggo, a device designed for jobs like this. The 
gizmo resembled a giant, powered caulk gun that fired blobs of hot 
plastic adhesive in various sizes, perfect for FortiFence patch jobs. The 
Pluggo was a godsend because up until last year, whenever guys had to 
repair a piece of fence, it was done at arm’s length from the decomps, 
which always made it a dicey prospect. Now my guys could safely stand 
thirty or so feet back from the barrier, aim, fire, and let the machine do 
the bulk of the work. This would be the fifth time we’d used the Pluggo 
and it made all of our lives a hell of a lot easier. 

Chemical smell. Like the lohite wall. Outside. Smell burns holes in 
head. Hea t, noise. Them. The smaller one farthest away. I taste sweat 
on the one in front. Noise and heat at the wall. Lower portals close. 

As usual, the Pluggo unpacked quickly; one truck held the device 
and another the supplies. Once the device was erected and loaded with 
the forty-pound cartridge of goo, I fired up the generator and the beast 
hummed into action. I let the two guys who’d used it before operate it; 
this was not a time to be hotdogging. The lead guy, Dave, was sweating 
like a farmer but appeared to be ready to rock. With a signal from me, 
the repair job began. 
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As I stood and supervised the scene, I thought about how bizarre 
my life’s been ever since I started working so close to decomps. I had 
enough experience now that I possessed a healthy respect for them. By 
that I mean, whatever the hell they are, I take them very seriously. I’ve 
come to believe that when treading their ground, speak softly and carry 
a big glue gun. 

Unfortunately, I’ve had a hard time instilling that same sense of caution 
into most of the other guys. Maybe it’s a macho thing—some men are born 
to be fools and find ways to get cocky at all the wrong moments. Before I 
started my own company, I’d been on crews where we lost members for 
that very reason—one guy would get the idea he could taunt or ignore a 
decomp, and he’d get nailed by a random free-ranger. The possibilities 
for stupidity are seemingly endless. 

The long, slow walk along the wall. Portals fade. Heat and odor 
from Them. Blood beneath the surface. Past the chemical smell. 
Higher row of portals. We wait. 

The Pluggo crew was on their fourth cartridge and moving down the 
fence line at a nice clip. Then I heard the device cycle down as Dave 
set the safety. He yelled to me as he pointed at the fence, and I turned 
to see why he’d stopped. On one entire section of the fence there was 
a perfectly straight line of holes, about three-fourths of the way up, 
punched through, each one within mere inches of another, not quite 
touching. The row of holes was about twenty-five feet long. The odds that 
this happened as a result of the storm were beyond calculation, and yet 
these holes looked like all the others. What the hell? I knew hail couldn’t 
fall in a line like that. I gave Dave a look and he shrugged back. Then I 
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walked over within a foot of the row and gave it the once-over. I could 
hear Horde members shuffling and buzzing on the other side. Shaking 
my head, I couldn’t make sense of the precisely placed holes, but didn’t 
see a problem with going ahead with the repair. 

I gave Dave the “go” sign, and as he took the safety off and cycled up 
the Pluggo again, I told him to increase the plug size by several notches 
just to be sure. As the Pluggo hummed back into action, Dave fired even 
larger blobs of the searing goo at the row of holes. Regrettably, the physics 
of what was happening never dawned on me until it was too late. 

We made high portals. Hard enough ice. We watch. We wait. 

Portals fade. White ivall shakes. Wall breaks. We go to them. 

I yelled as soon as I saw it start to happen, but Dave couldn’t hear 
me. I cursed myself for not seeing how this scene could play out. The 
oversized plugs on the upper section of the fence had made the surface 
wildly top-heavy. The more cubic feet of molten goo that flew into place, 
the more the fence tilted backward and groaned from the weight. Dave 
was sort of on autopilot and didn’t notice what he’d done. 

By the time I got to him, the fence had broken and buckled enough so 
that at least a dozen decomps had threaded their way through the breach 
and were heading directly toward us. Somehow the Horde had known 
this would happen. Had they somehow compromised the integrity of that 
section of fence, or what? 

Snapping out of it, I ran over to Dave, he looked up, I yelled and pointed at 
the fence and the approaching decomps. He mouthed “holy shit” as he tried 
to shut down the Pluggo. In doing so, he panicked, fell on his back, the barrel 
of the device hit the ground, and a sizzling plug was discharged into the air. 
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And then it felt as if everything was in slow motion. The extra-large 
plug made a perfect arc through the air and smacked Lem’s chest dead- 
on about thirty feet away. It took a second for him to realize he’d been 
hit and for his body to register the shock, but once the searing chemical 
compound began to spread over his torso, the screaming began. 

Meanwhile, Dave had risen to his feet and scrambled out of reach of 
several of the Horde. Gratefully, they weren’t capable of moving as quickly 
as he could, but now more were coming from behind the fallen section 
of the fence. I shouted at the guys—“Run!”—and they did, piling into 
the trucks. Weaving strategically around a couple of lurching decomps, I 
made my way to Lem, who was silent and still except for the sizzling. The 
severity of the impact, molten chemicals, and intense heat had taken him 
quickly. I winced as I saw part of Lem encased in steaming white plastic 
while the rest of his body melted. The odor was unimaginable. 

Close. So close. Can smell the skin. Velvet on the tongue. Them. 
Distant hugs. Scurry. Chemical smell. This one ours. Blood boils in 
veins. Black meat. 

I made a judgment call and still feel badly about it. But I don’t know 
what else I could’ve done. We had to leave Lem’s body there. I mean, we 
barely escaped. There wasn’t time to retrieve him; we had no weapons 
and were heavily outnumbered. We didn’t even get the Pluggo back into 
the truck; I caught a ton of shit for that later. 

I do remember something and I wish I didn’t: as we pulled away, I 
glanced back to make a final assessment of the situation. The decomps 
had descended on what was left of Lem, plastic and all. I saw several of 
them actually stick their hands directly into the gooey pile of his searing 
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flesh, pull out whatever they could, and begin to eat it. To this day, I still 
see that image when I close my eyes. 

Because of the break in the fence, the Paraguards were called in and we 
lost the remainder of the contract. I laid off most of my crew and filled out 
reams of paperwork from the Feds regarding the missing Pluggo. There 
were, of course, major ramifications from the loss of Lem: depositions 
and red tape and all sorts of crap to further remind me of that awful day. 
Little did I know that Lem’s uncle was a bigwig in the Paraguards, and 
he and his lawyer told me they’d see me in civil court. Great. Like the 
nightmares aren’t punishment enough. 

One time. Then another time. Then another. Time. Time we have. 

We stand by the White Wall. We wait. We watch. Them.

We ended up having a nice 
chat, but while I’m eternally grateful for His gu idan ce, I am so not 
looking forward to those roaming charges. 

But I digress. He has told me that you are loved and you shouldn’t be 
concerned about your state of being. He’s seen worse. He needs you to 
know that He loves all creatures equally—even complete imbeciles (but 
He does draw the line at Ann Coulter). Anyway, He asked me to let you 
know that on an existential level you’re on something like a “layover” 
between “two flights, ” if you catch His drift. One flight was your former 
life, and the connection you missed is the afterlife. Unfortunately, no 
vouchers will be available, so don’t even start. This layover could last 
months, years, or your entire post-lifetime, in which case you may 
wish to gain admittance to the Platinum Club in Terminal B. The most 
important part of His message is He says you should be thankful that 
none of this travel involves U.S. Air—He can be quite the kidder.

Pastor O. J. (“the Juice”) Rodgers approaches the post-life from a different 
angle. Born andraised in a small sod house outside ofTulsa, 31 the Juice learned

a lot about the realities of life arising from such poverty. Homeschooled at 
an Arby’s, he discovered early on how America treats its have-nots (which 
was strange, considering his dad was a successful actuary). Upon receiving 
his degree from the Davy Crockett School of Divinity, the Juice started his 
tele-ministry preaching out of a hopped-up Winnebago. With the work 
ethic of an oil lobbyist, he went on to achieve international recognition 
and strong ratings. Now broadcasting to seventy-three countries a week, 
and still from that original Winnebago, Pastor Juice brings his fire-and- 
brimstone rhetoric into play as he shares his beliefs with us. 

On the DAY the Provo Virus was created, a door opened to another 
dimension and our world was forever changed. This DARK new 
world had fewer KOAs and was less RV-friendly. But, like the 
dangerous pizza that brought ABOUT this plague, we, my friends, 
are all tainted. TAINTED, I tell you. And because of the Virus, the 
Horde was born and so, TOO, was born a Hell on Earth. Well, 
not exactly on Earth, but it COULD be said that Hell snagged that 
coveted corner unit two stories DOWN. Now, no matter how hard 
we pound on the walls or complain to the MANAGER, nothing 
will change this FACT: hell-adjacent is a horrible place to live, 
even more frightening than the City of INDUSTRY. And we, the 
survivors, must learn to live with the ramifications of what brought 
about this unholy situation and ask for FORGIVENESS or, at a 
minimum, afternoon access to a medium-sized U-HAUL TRUCK. 

A BEAKER OF LIGHT 

Next, we’re fortunate to be the beneficiaries of some serious 
insight from Dr. Kenneth Beaker, senior professor of philosophy, 
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psychology, and auto body repair technology at Southern Community 
College. Initially Dr. Beaker gained a degree of notoriety with his 
studies of a European village that developed a unique variety of 
Tourette’s syndrome, that came to be known as “Tourettestein.” Folks 
afflicted with Tourettestein violently and inexplicably let loose strings of 
seemingly random full Jewish names, such as “Stephen Alan Goldberg” 
and “Mitzi Sarah Gottlieb.” But happily, with a little time, counseling, 
and lots of zwetschgenfleck , Dr. Beaker was able to get the disturbed 
citizens to reduce their outbursts to simple terms like knaidel or shtick. 
Upon returning to America, Dr. Beaker revisited his academic roots, 
teaching nihilism to homesick college freshmen. Later he became an 
expert in what has come to be known as Post-Life Traumatic Stress 
Disorder, wherein patients routinely can’t concentrate or even recall 
what the word concentrate means. Since then he has devoted much 
of his time exclusively to the post-life community, mainly through his 
Beaker Institute of Transitional Studies. His many years of working 
directly among them gives him a unique take. 

They’re like children, in a way. Really ravenous children with feeble 
motor skills. But they do possess an inherent innocence a g ou t nj e 
that’s nearly contagious. And I mean “contagious” in a good way. In 
spending time with post-lifers, I can’t help but recognize the divine 
in action. It’s as apparent as the remnants of noses on their faces. 
Here’s how I see it: if I am who I believe I am, then, as part of my 
faith, I must, in turn, bear witness to that which is sacred, around 
me, even when it includes drool and too many commas. Indeed, this 
reverence for their state of being is the essence of what the post-life 
is truly about: no longer are these souls bound to this Earth, where 


we continue to suffer, slave, and are forced to watch TMZ. No, the 
post-lifers are not among ns anymore. They have moved beyond ns. 
They ’re free now and are, indeed, halfway to heaven. 

Bet you never thought about it that way: “halfway to heaven.” That is 
as beautiful as your future is ever going to get! 

AND AN EXOTIC DANCER, TOO ? DAMN! 

But it’s not just Western spiritual leaders who have pondered the 
experiences of those in the Transition or post-life. Asian poet/essayist/ 
former exotic dancer Bamboo Reed compiled her thoughts on time spent 
at a Shores facility in her bestseller, The Tao of Scarlet Shores: One Good 
Internment Deserves Another. Here, in artful, mystifying verse, Reed 
shares examples of her observations: 

The Way that can be staggered is the only Way. 

The words that can’t be formed are usually the words. 

The foods that can’t be eaten are probably best left alo7ie. 

The caged tiger will know its prey but opt for the taco bar. 

In Chapter 3 she ruminates: 

Not-being is the flower on the water. 

The lily on the surface of the pond is dumb as a brick; 
yet, it is not judged, it is not found wanting. 

It is, however, hungry like the wolf, ivhich has little to do with the lily. 

Go figure. 
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And in Chapter 7 we encounter this gem: 

The empty head is not as empty as one might think. 

The thinking head is not as thinky as one might suspect. 

A vessel of non-ness is still a vessel. 

What is “is”? 

And this in Chapter 10: 

Beauty gets in the Way arid is overrated. 

Ugly is all in your mind. 

Both are part of the same tree. 

See the tree, how big it’s grown. 

Lastly, Bamboo Reed offers what is now considered to be a modern 
classic from Chapter 11: 

A warrior, a rabbi, and a penguin go into a bar. 

The warrior is the one who orders the drink of the righteous: 
wisdom with a water back. 

This is indicative of the mastery of self. 

And cluelessness regarding booze and the company one keeps. 

Never drink with a penguin.

THE EESS 

GET ON WITH THE FUTURE 


By now you no doubt feel better about multiple facets of your life and are 
well enough to finish Z4Z. You are, after all, getting mighty close to the 
end—of the book, that is. The disgusting sweats and destructive urges can 
be formidable, but hang in there; your ship is about to come in! 

Chapter 2 addressed the emotional issues you’re most likely facing. If 
you can remember that far back, you’ll recall that you were introduced to 
the 14 Habits that guarantee a richer quality of post-life. However, as was 
promised at the onset, we’re going to take a final look at ways of making 
your launch into the post-life a completely positive experience. 

YES, I'M REALLY GOING TO PLAY THE LEPER CARD 

In days of olde, there used to be all kinds of hip hangouts like pirate 
islands, catacombs, Elks Clubs, and leper colonies. Regarding 
lepers, I believe it’s fair to say they rarely got a fair shake in society. 
They were not allowed access to proper health care and were rarely 
admitted into coffeehouses or boutiques. How were they supposed to 
improve their lives, work on their social skills, or get a good pedicure? 
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When missionaries visited their colonies, lepers were met with nothing 
but negative reinforcement: “Ooo, your arm’s so funky” or “Golly, I 
guess someone pissed off the good Lord.” With such a dreadful lack of 
moral support, it’s no wonder there was a noticeable downturn in the 
collective leper self-esteem. 

O I bring this up because the aforementioned Dr. Beaker and his 
associates have completed a major study on self-image issues for those 
in the Transition. (Mind you, one of the control groups was composed of 
individuals who did not utilize Z4Z, which may explain their attitudinal 
problems.) Not surprisingly, the results of Beaker’s study are eye-opening. 
They reveal that many people actually give up while attempting to 
negotiate the psychological and physiological obstacle course that is the 
Transition. A vast number simply surrender and allow themselves to “go 
Horde.” Sadly, when asked, a few souls even likened themselves to lepers 
and were observed searching online for singles colony deals at places like 
Club Ded™. 

You will not succumb to such negativity. To confirm how far you’ve 
already come compared to Beaker’s control group, simply study the first 
eight questions from his test and the answers his subjects provided, and 
compare how you would have answered.

By the end of the second day of the Transition, statistics show that 
more than likely you’re still wrestling with issues regarding your 
current predicament. Your inner dialogue sounds something like this: 
“Sure the drugs have arrived and they’re helping with the spasms and 
bloodlust, and yeah, the P-System food’s okay, but I can’t seem to 
shake the feeling that from now on I’ll be thought of as, I don’t know, 
‘less than.’ People will look at me and laugh, and I may not even 
be aware of it. Why, just yesterday, unbeknownst to me, someone 
slapped a sign on my back that said ‘Bite Me.’ How am I supposed to 
deal with that sort of stuff?” 

Allow me to answer. Even in the post-life, there will always be a 
certain number of lame-os you’ll run into who won’t appreciate 
your differences and may look down on you. Unfortunately, bias and 
discrimination continue to be ongoing problems in post-lifer culture. 
While it’s true post-lifers have gained in numbers and societal acceptance, 
there are still those who are jealous of the many cool post-lifer perks. Now 
and then you may even get verbally assaulted by a random idiot calling 
you names like “zombie” or “perishable” or “fleshhead.” 

Here’s my advice: let it go. I know you’ll be tempted to take a 
sizeable chunk out of the assailant’s carotid artery, but ignore such 
urges. These buffoons are beneath you. In the end, you can’t do 
squat about their misguided perceptions and opinions. To that end, 
also please avoid the temptation to send a “Horde-a-gram.” Truly, the 
most positive move for you is to step up to the plate and knock your 
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post-life out of the park. Indeed, success is 
the best revenge. 

To ensure that your home run does go 
over the outfield wall, let’s examine a couple 
of options that promote a much-needed sense 
of peace and harmony. 

THERE'S NO PLACE LIKE OM 

In Chapter 2 you were introduced to a 
relaxation technique called Necrofeedback. 
I hope you’ve been using it. As you 
probably don’t recall, you were also asked 
to visualize yourself being calm while at 
the same time working on your posture 
and alleged breathing.

Be proud of who you were but even prouder 
about who you are. You’re part of a bigger picture now. When that 
first fish crawled out of the primordial mud to walk on land, do you think 
he moped and whined and longed for his former mud-life? Hell, no! He 
marveled at the change and at the chance to be something different. He 
ditched his mud-wife and kids and moved on. So it will be for you. Let go 
of your old misconceptions. Change can be a bee-yatch, but the horizon 
is just right over there. No, you’re looking in the wrong direction. Over 
there. For God’s sake, follow my finger—the one that’s pointing. 

And what’s on that horizon? Well, after you’ve completed this book, 
go live it up.

It’s not just the Shores’ residents who have inspirational stories to tell, 
though. Even the workers are blessed. Here’s a short interview with Janet 
Riordan, now in her fifth year as an orderly at the post-lifer fave, Shores 
on the Shores, in Virginia Beach.

Lord knows I 
tried. At first I’d take him grocery shopping with me and he’d end 
up either throwing himself on the butcher’s case or hissing at the 
frozen foods. The last straw was when he cornered the assistant 
manager in produce. That’s when I knew it was time. Gratefully, 

I’d gotten him on Z4Z at the tail end of his Transition. We were 
told that apparently the program had made enough of a difference 
to earn him a spot in the Knoxville facility. What a relief! I can 
have company over again without worrying about their safety, 
and Dad seems genuinely happier. There are lots of older folks 
on hand with whom he can grunt, and I believe he’s made some 
younger friends, too. He might even be dating a girl now who’s 
about half his age, but I can’t get a coherent answer out of him. 
Maybe he’s just shy about it. But he is smiling again and that’s an 
improvement. Anyway, Visiting Day is always nice, and when we 
talk, I definitely feel secure behind the two-inch Plexiglas. Dad only 
lunged at me that first time; ever since then he’s been a joy. Oh, 
my family and I always finish off our visits by stopping in at the 
Shores gift shop to stock up on T-shirts and doodads! 

THE DOCTOR/DIRECTOR IS IN\ 

Next we chat with Dr. Bernard Linky, executive director of Patient Services 
for Scarlet Shores LLC North America. Dr. Linky has an impressive resume, 
and, suffice to say, he’s one of the “heavies” in the Shores organization. 
Here he shares his unique experiences. 
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Z4Z-. Why don’t you explain to our readers, if you would, how it 
is you arrived at your current position as executive director. 

Dr. Linky: It’s been an interesting journey, to say the least. My 
undergraduate degree was in animal husbandry. I’d been in 4-H as 
a kid and worked with livestock a lot growing up on a farm. As a 
teenager, I fancied myself to be a “cow whisperer’’ but never got my 
beloved bovines to understand the word methane. Anyway, after 
graduation, I went to work at a meat research center in central 
Kansas. I found it to be rewarding, and after several years and 
numerous promotions, I accepted a position with the Department of 
Agriculture in a more administrative capacity. While at the USDA, 
I was involved in a study evaluating the theoretical commercial 
value of aerosol bacon. By taking that Admin job, I gained the 
much-needed time to pursue my post-graduate degrees. My doctoral 
thesis examined how school lunch programs had been impacted by 
the Reagan administration’s act of designating Vienna Sausages as 
vegetables. After the outbreak in Provo, there was a serious need 
for professionals with skill sets like mine, and it wasn ’t long before 
the Scarlet Shores people sought me out. I’m pleased to report I’ve 
been here ever since and am quite content in my position. 

Z4Z: Great. How would you describe the mission of the Scarlet 
Shores facilities? 

Dr. Linky: What we do here is—and I say this in the most humble 
manner possible—nothing short of miraculous. As your readers have 
no doubt learned, because of the Transition their minds and bodies 
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are changing at an extraordinary rate, and it’s all, most assuredly, 
not for the better. But the miraculous part is we at the Shores can 
assist them in turning this minus into a plus. You see, once they’ve 
“crossed,” as we like to say, the most outstanding candidates are 
filtered out and transferred to us at the Shores. Such opportunities 
didn’t exist for post-lifers until the last decade or so. We believe 
we’re now only years away from turning the rehabilitative corner 
and recovering more humans than we lose to the Horde. Anyway, 
once we receive a new arrival, he or she is evalua ted, issued a room, 
various meds, and stamps, and then sent on his or her way. For the 
most part, the residents’ post-lives become their own, and for those 
who are capable, we only ask for a few hours of service-related 
chores, the Hemo-Glowin transfusions, and a strong commitment 
to be good consumers as often as possible. 

Z4Z: What about the candidates who don’t make the cut? 

Dr. Linky: You’ll have to discuss that with the Feds. My information 
on that is spotty. 

Z4Z: Fair enough. I know you’re busy, so we’ll limit this interview to 
one last question: any final thoughts you’d like to leave us with? 

Dr. Linky: I woidd like to thank you and this book for the help 
you’ve given post-lifers everywhere. The Z4Z program has played 
a big part in filling the various Shores across North America, and 
that’s taken quite a load off the rest of society. Additionally, I’m 
happy to announce ground was broken just last week on four new 
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facilities—the Shores are coming to a neighborhood near you! 
Lastly, I’d tell your readers that fear will get you nowhere. You 
might be horrified by what’s happening, but as I said earlier, a 
minor marvel is coming your way, and despite what you’ve heard 
or read, you won’t be classified as “semi-Horde” or Tasered at 
night or end up eating cloned horse meat on a bun. Those stories 
are ridiculous. Oh, and the rumors regarding reinfections in New 
Orleans and violence in Illinois are downright absurd! So remember, 
as the jingle says, Scarlet Shores is your best and last resort. 

THE BENEFITS OF CITIZENSHIP 

Before we wrap up this chapter, let’s hear one last story from a resident. 
Meet Hyo Lee, a 38-year-old Korean national who, while being sworn in 
to become a U.S. citizen, was bitten by a California state representative.

We want to make sure you 
don’t begin your post-life on the wrong foot, because by now you realize 
any foot is a good foot. Let’s address these rumors one by one in order 
to set your mind at ease. 


• Post-lifers are starting to go Horde. This is an unmitigated 
fabrication, and there’s no evidence whatsoever to support this. 
As Dr. Linky stated, there is no reinfection occurring in any of 
the Shores, and certainly there is no mutated version of the Provo 
Virus coming out of Anaheim. Or Austin. Just preposterous. 
Sure, every now and then there are those who need additional 
medication to calm down, but that’s all. Truly. Stories about 
these anomalies have been blown way out of proportion. 


• Post-lifers have begun biting other post-lifers, and the Pittsburgh 
and D. C. Shores are no longer online. Nothing to this prattle, 
either. There have been a number of technical glitches in a 
few of the eastern facilities, but those are being dealt with and 
all the residents are fine. Move along, nothing to see here. 




Parts of what was Illinois have been overwhelmed by the 
Horde, and the government has stated that all options are on 
the table. Someone’s been watching too many zombie movies.

RECIPES! 


For those of you who are determined to discontinue the P-System Plus plan 
and, instead, do your own food preparation, a few EZ-2-Fix recipes might 
come in handy. So, in cahoots with several readers, I’ve assembled a small 
but yummy sample collection for your cooking and dining pleasure. 
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SCRAMBLE 

RAINS N El 



A traditional morning dish deliciously updated for Z4Z. It just shows to 
go ya: brains —they're not just for dinner anymore! 

1 LB. CHOPPED BRAINS [PREFERABLY COW OR SHEEP] 

B ECCS, BEATEN 
1 TSP. COOKING OIL 
1/2 CUP DICED ONION 
1/3 CUP GREEN PEPPER 
PINCH OF GARLIC POWDER 
PINCH OF SALT 
PINCH OF PEPPER 
HOT SAUCE [OPTIONAL] 

This dish cooks up quickly, so make sure you do all your prep work in advance. Place brain of your 
choice on cutting board. Do not drool. Select your sharpest knife and chop the brain into small, bite- 
sized pieces. (And by that I mean roughly the size a normal person would bite off, okay?) While 
chopping, check for any residual bone matter and, if necessary, pick it out. Once that's done, get 
your skillet good and hot, and add the oil. As the oil starts to pop, toss in the onion and green pepper. 
Allow those to cook for about 2 minutes and then add the brains. It is important that you stir all these 
ingredients briskly together, as the brains can congeal too quickly if not pushed around in the pan. Now 
add the beaten eggs, salt, pepper, and garlic powder, and continue stirring the gleaming mass until it 
becomes a ghastly yellow-gray. Remove from stove and serve with hot sauce on the side. 





What we've got here is good old comfort food at its finest! Tiffany Blevin 
hails from Omaha, Nebraska, home of the College World Series and the 
spectacular Scarlet Shores Beta, the most futuristic facility in the nation. 
Tiff tells us: "When I was growing up, before everything went to hell, 
there was a terrific diner over by the cathedral that served a mean meat 
loaf. As a tribute to those better days and as part of our outreach group, 
my girlfriends from church and I bake a batch of brain loaves every other 
month and take them down to the residents at the Shores Beta. Jeepers, 
those folks sure do appreciate a home-cooked meal!" Bless you. Tiffany, 
and the fine work your group does. 

1 LB. GROUND BRAINS [PREFERABLY SHEEP OR PIC] 

1 WHOLE MEDIUM BRAIN [WHATEVER YOU CAN FIND] 

1 LB. GROUND BEEF 

2 EGGS 

2/3 CUP BREAD CRUMBS 

1/3 CUP DICED ONION 

1 TSP. OLIVE OIL 


PINCH OF SALT 
PINCH OF PEPPER 
1/2 CUP KETCHUP 
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(Note: if you don't have a grinder at home, ask your local butcher if he'll grind the brain for you. 
Quite often this is a complimentary service.) Preheat the oven to 375° F. Lightly grease a loaf pan 
and set it aside. Place ground brains and ground beef into a large mixing bowl. Mix in eggs, bread 
crumbs, onion, olive oil, salt, and pepper. Mush it all together with your hands (and remember, 
if you eat it all now, there won't be any left for later). Once the mixture has been thoroughly 
combined, fold the entire contents of the bowl into the greased pan until it forms a nice loaf shape. 
Cover the surface of the loaf with ketchup and bake for 70 minutes. Remove from the oven long 
enough to place the remaining whole brain on top of the searing ketchupy surface, centering the 
brain on the loaf for proper aesthetic appeal. (And your friends will get a kick out of the campy 
"brain-on-ketchup" look, too.) Bake 10 more minutes and serve hot out of the oven. Use caution 
when cutting the loaf—contents of the brain topping may be extremely hot and could burst. 
Goggles are a good idea when dishing up this meal. 
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Whether you like it or not, every palate needs diversity to make life 
(or post-life) more interesting. This variation on a Cajun favorite comes 
to us from Constance McNeil, a housewife in the Houston Safe Area: 
"There ain't no ingredient too nasty for this dish, 'cause anything short 
of roadkill works. I'm not even gonna tell you what kind of meat to 
use —you go ahead and figure it out yourself. Here's what I like, though: 
intestines work good or any standard critter innards. For example, them 
tiny ground squirrels add texture. One time I even threw in some bat, and 
I tell you, them wings is rubbery but they're good eatin'! Just make sure 
you clean everything real well. Oh, and cook the living hell out it!" 

Sounds like quite the culinary adventure! 

1 LB. UNDETERMINED MEAT 

1 LB. OTHER UNDETERMINED MEAT 

1 TBSP. COOKING OIL 

1/2 CUP CHOPPED CELERY 

1/2 CUP DICED ONION 

1/2 CUP DICED GREEN PEPPER 

1/2 CUP DICED CARROTS 

1 CUP WHITE RICE 
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3 CUPS WATER 
1TSP. SALT 
PINCH OF OREGANO 
PINCH OF PEPPER 
1 BAY LEAF 

1 CUP CHOPPED CILANTRO [OPTIONAL] 

1/4 CUP CHOPPED SERRANO CHILI [OPTIONAL] 

Bring up medium heat under a large 6 qt. stockpot. Toss in your oil and various meats or what's 
passing for meat. Brown lightly and ladle off excess fat, fur, tendons, etc. (Hint: some folks report 
they enjoy pouring the excess fat into ice cube trays and freezing it, creating frosty treats for 
sweltering summer days.) Stir in onion, green pepper, and celery, and cook for 23 minutes. Add 
carrots, rice, and bay leaf, and let that mound of grub absorb some of the mysterious juice. Finally, 
add water and the rest of the seasonings. Bring to a boil and then lower the heat to simmer. Cover 
and cook for 8 hours, minimum. Overnight is better. A day might be best. Eventually, serve with 
chopped cilantro and serranos on the side. (Hint: include a steak knife or some sharp equivalent at 
each place setting.) 
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iPlNACH 
RAIN DIP 


It seems appropriate to include one recipe for an appetizer in case you're 
into entertaining. This next entry comes from Jack Stick, a retired Florida 
civil servant and a man who claims to have once hugged a skunk ape. 
Now, after completing his Transition, Jack is a full-time resident at the 
Miami Shores facility. Here's what he has to say: "We like this spinach 
brain dip here. Good with card game. Beer too. Recipe normally call for 
bread as bowl, but we like skull for presentation. You will, too." 

1 LARCE BRAIN [BIGGEST ONE YOU FIND] 

1 THING MAYO 

IB 0111 . SOUR CREAM 

1 THING DRY LEEK VEGETABLE SOUP STUFF 

1/2 THING FROZEN CHOPPED SPINACH 

1 SMALL THING WATER CHESTNUTS 

1 SKULL [AS CLOSE TO SIZE OF BRAIN YOU FIND] 

Bowl. Mix mayo stuff and sour cream stuff and dry soup mix stuff and spinach stuff and water 
chestnut things. (Hint: open all containers stuff is in before adding.) Let sit in fridge long time. Don't 
eat yet. Place skull on cutting board. Pull bowl from fridge and still don't eat yet. Scoop mixed stuff 
from bowl into top of skull. Mmmm. Place brain on top. Mmmmmmm. Eat now. 
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Here's a little something for those of Italian descent. I stumbled upon this 
delightful dish while dining at the Brooklyn Shores a few years ago. It was so 
striking in flavor and texture that I tracked down the chef and insisted he give 
me the recipe. After a modicum of haggling and good-natured threats, he finally 
forked it over, and believe you me, you'll want to fork this over, too! 

2 CUPS LUNGS [PREFERABLY PIG] 

1 TSP. OLIVE OIL 

3 CLOVES OF GARLIC, CRUSHED 
1/2 CUP CHOPPED ONION 

1/3 CUP CHOPPED PARSLEY 

2 CUPS CHOPPED TOMATOES 

1/3 CUP CRATED PARMESAN CHEESE 
PINCH OF BASIL 
PINCH OF OREGANO 

1 BAY LEAF 

2 SERVINGS OF PASTA OF YOUR CHOICE [I HAPPEN TO THINK ANGEL HAIR 
WORKS BEST] 

First thing you'll need to do is place the lungs into a bowl of icy cold water to let them firm up 
before cooking. This will also give you a chance to rinse off any remaining lung juice or veiny 
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material. (Hint: if the veins won't come free on their own, get in there and give 'em a good 
pull.) Now get your skillet going over a medium heat and toss in the olive oil followed by the 
garlic. Remove the lungs from the water and place them in the skillet. Cover for about 5 minutes 
to keep the moisture in the organs and to protect yourself should one of them pop. Add the 
onion, parsley, and tomatoes to the skillet. Stir aggressively, as the lungs may expand from the 
heat and oil. Mix in the basil, oregano, bay leaf, and one-half of the grated cheese. Cover and 
simmer for 15 minutes. While that's cooking, prepare the pasta of your choice, making sure it's 
served al dente. After draining, place pasta on large platter, pour sauce and lungs on top, and 
garnish with the remaining cheese. Delizioso\ 
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HOLIDAY 
BRAIN BALLS 


Here's a seasonal dessert that comes to us from one Annie Wright, from 
what once might have been Trenton, New Jersey. She writes: "Every 
holiday season we go and visit my brother Gerard at the Shores, and he 
can't get enough of these treats. My kids are completely repulsed, but 
what the hell. The way I see it, that's just more for their uncle!" 

1 SMALL BRAIN [PREFERABLY SHEEP OR PIC] 

1 CUP ALL-PURPOSE FLOUR 
1/3 CUP SUGAR 

1/2 CUP VEGETABLE SHORTENING 
1 TSP. VANILLA 
1 EGG YOLK 

Preheat the oven to 350° F. Lightly grease a baking sheet or use a nonstick pan. Rinse the brain 
under cold water for a few minutes to cleanse any remaining fluid. Drain and set it aside in a 
colander. Next, beat the shortening and sugar together until fluffy. Slowly fold in egg yolk and 
vanilla. Place bowl of dough in the refrigerator for one hour minimum. While the dough is in the 
fridge, use this time to cut the brain into cubes, approximately 1-inch square. While slicing the brain, 
use a razor-sharp knife in order to maintain the integrity of the matter. (Hint: a dull knife will cause 
an undesired "squishing" to occur; we recommend slipping the brain into the freezer for 20 minutes 
before cubing to help your cause.) Now, using your hands, shape the dough into 2-inch balls and 
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place on baking sheet. After all balls have been formed, take one piece of brain cube and place it 
on top of a ball, making sure to center it properly. Repeat until all balls and brains have been used. 
Bake for 12-15 minutes or until brain juices are oozing down the balls. Allow to cool for 5 minutes. 
Garnish with sprinkles if you'd like and serve immediately. 

ORDER UP! 

I don’t know about you, but I’m starving! Every single one of those recipes 
sounds nearly irresistible.

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NON RECOMMENDED VIEWING 


For those of you who used to enjoy a good horror film, here’s a list of 
movies you’ll want to avoid. Not only will they not scare you, but they 
all perpetuate many common unsavory zombie stereotypes. Such imagery 
will NOT be good for your post-life self-image. So unless, like me, you’re 
able to get a few hearty yucks from how very dimwitted these flicks can 
be, I ask you to refrain from watching. Thank you. 

I Eat Your Skin —(1964) Originally titled Zombies, this Del Tenney 
stinker was almost never released. Famous author goes to island, cancer 
researchers turn natives into zombies, the love interest is the chesty 
daughter of the old dude—I bet you know the rest. If you really want 
to hurt yourself, track down this film’s companion piece, I Drink Your 
Blood. B&W. 82 minutes and too damn long. 

Unincorporated Area of the Living Dead —(1987) A rural area outside 
of city limits gets invaded by zombies, and the sparsely populated region 
is left to fend for itself. Get set for nonstop agitation as zombies stagger 
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down dirt roads in real time. Platinum blondes in peril and handsome 
guys wrestling. Fuckin’ awesome! 132 minutes. 

Confederate Zombies —(1971) The Civil War and zombies? Why 
didn’t I think of that? 92 minutes. 

Bite of the Beverly-Wilshire Bellman —(1981) Every bit as awful as it 
sounds. A portly bellman at an LA hotel gets bitten by a zombie and then 
starts returning the favor with arriving guests. It just doesn’t work. And 
the flick’s over three hours long. However, Merv Griffin has a great bit (or 
would that be “bite”?) part. 191 minutes. 

Living Dead and Loving It! —(1992) The first true gay zombie flick 
with lavish musical production numbers. I’m still shocked this genre 
never took off. Listen for “I’m Hungry for You” and “Gimme That Head.” 
Magical shit. 99 minutes. 

Someone Should Tell Grandma There’s a Trowel in Her Head —(1968) 
Grandma’s kind of pale and there’s a trowel in her head. Long, anxious 
scenes as the family attempts to come to grips with this fact and figure 
out a way to break the news to her. Screenplay by Harold Pinter, adapted 
from an idea by Strindberg. 198 minutes. 

Curse of the Whining Skull —(1952) Short on zombies and long on 
dumb. An ancient artifact is unearthed and begins to complain incessantly. 
How does one silence a diamond-hard priceless relic? Compelling yet 
annoying. B&W. 94 minutes. 


Nonrecommended Viewing 


976-DEAD —(1977) Things get hot on the zombie hotline. Seventies 
sex kitten Bridget Callaway stars in this low-budget masterpiece. Be on 
the watch for her pole dance at the police station. (Hey, coppers, put me 
in that slammer!) Classic stench. 84 minutes. 

Zombie Sublet —(1973) Ever wonder what would happen if two 
zombies sublet a flat in New York City? Here’s your answer and, mister, 
it ain’t pretty. Gore and giggles aplenty. Look for Ed Asner as the cranky 
but lovable super. 89 minutes. 

King of the Zombies —(1941) Em not kidding—some of the weirdest, 
most racist crap I’ve ever seen. Stepnfetchit and the living dead. If I were 
African American, I’d be really cheesed off or, at a minimum, grateful it’s 
not 1941. At least the film is brief at 67 minutes. 

Ninjas vs. Zombies vs. Scientologists —(1999) Thought no one could 
stop zombies or ninjas? You thought wrong ! Watch these sly Scientologists 
strike back at both groups with nonstop proselytizing and mind-numbing 
readings from Dianetics. It’s more than enough to take the bad asses 
down! German w/English subtitles. 87 minutes. 

The School That Ate My Brain —(1987) Released in Britain with 
this title, it was known as Zombie High elsewhere. The principal of a 
boarding school zombifies the students, extracts a precious youth-serum 
from their brains, and there you go. Glad I transferred outta there! 
92 minutes.

Biker Zombies from Detroit —(2002) Uhh, they’re biker zombies and, 
uhhhhhh, apparently, they’re from Detroit. I got nothin’. 90 minutes. 

Baby, It’s Dead Outside —(1952) At last, a zombie film told through the 
eyes of a jaded veteran private eye. Hammett meets Romero; hard-boiled 
brains. B&W. 88 minutes. 

Flesh of the Half-Naked Cheerleader Dance Squad —(1985) Not as 
exploitive as you’d expect. The occasional scantily clad cheerleaders romp 
about in the woods, but, strangely, beneath the surface of this marginal 
film beats the heart of a work that addresses the bigger issues—truth, 
value, and all that. You know: who are we and why are we here? Oh 
yeah, and there are some lovely tits. 93 minutes. 

Dr. Voodoo’s Isle of Pleasure —(1992) Nothing more than an extended, 
poorly disguised infomercial for a crappy Caribbean Sandals-type resort/ 
time-share venture. Yet again, bevies of beauties in bikinis, jumping 
in and out of the ocean. Interestingly, there are an unusual number of 
close-ups on great looking cocktails, hotel rooms, and banquet facilities. 
Zombies appear only late in the film, and I think they’re hastily made-up 
tourists who got roped into being extras in this piece of crap. Wrong and 
uncomfortably long at a mere 87 minutes. 

The Skipping Dead —(1972) Evidently the filmmakers ran out of verbs 
to accompany the word “dead.” Not even close to being frightening; 
perplexing and painful would be more accurate. Cheerful zombies in bib 
overalls prancing about and happily groaning. Why? 98 minutes. 


Nonrecommended Viewing 


Zombies on Broadway —(1945) No, really—a couple of businessmen 
look for a zombie act to perform in their nightclub. I can’t make this shit 
up. 86 minutes. 

Revenge of the Blood Demon —(1962) The “blood demon” resembles 
the San Diego Chicken drenched in tomato paste. Not what I’m looking 
for in a blood demon. Next. 79 minutes. 

I Had Lunch with a Zombie —(1991) An experimental indie piece set 
in real time. Two old friends meet for lunch—one normal, the other a 
zombie. Hilarity ensues as they order, have drinks, and try to talk. An 
effin’ existential delight. 88 minutes. 

Someone Shoidd Tell Grandma There’s a Trowel in Her Head 
Again —(1970) Hard to imagine why anyone did a sequel to the first 
Grandma, but here it is. Condemned by Pinter, it’s a flagrant rip-off of the 
original. The family’s back for more hand-wringing, avoidance, and lack 
of action. In this incarnation, Jo Anne Worley is “Grandma,” and she’s 
the lone highlight. 93 minutes.
